Edna Leonard Whitmore. What a person! She loved her family and took an interest in 
all their doings; she loved her garden and knew every plant in it; she loved the woods and 
knew every bird; she loved her classes and remembered every student; she loved music and 
knew many pieces; she loved New England and knew many places. Yet, with all that, she may 
not have been very different from a lot of people. 


What did make Edna Whitmore different from a lot of people was her persistent devo- 
tion to her beautiful little town. She loved East Bridgewater and knew every house and stone 
and fence and stream and path in it! What is more, she had faith that, progress or not, there 
was no reason that East Bridgewater could not always be a unique and beautiful little town. 
It was to this end that she gave at least part of every waking moment. 


Edna possessed that rare old-fashioned virtue called constancy. No difficulty made her 
apathetic. No set-back altered her pace. No change outdated her view. No personal tragedy 
interfered with her sense of public responsibility. Who could forget the picture of Edna the 
very day she had discovered that her son William was fatally ill, walking into the library hand- 
in-hand with her beloved Ned, chic in her red and white summer print, secretary’s book under 
her arm, ready to attend the Historical Commission meeting? 


At eighty-four, Edna was still attending Town Meetings, still appearing at Planning 
Board hearings, still active in Garden Club, Visiting Nurses, Woman’s Club, her church, and 
the Historical Commission, still supporting citizens’ efforts, still...living! The very week 
before she died, she was still handing out lists to Historical Commission members. The very 
day she died she was still saying “So much to be done,” and meaning “for East Bridgewater.”

Parking for the Handicapped 


1. Itis unlawful for any person to park or leave standing any vehicle in a stall or space 
designated for physically handicapped persons, if said stall or space is posted or 
marked in a prescribed way, unless said vehicle displays distinguishing license 
plates issued for handicapped persons, including disabled veterans. 


2. Any person or body that has lawful control of a public or private way or of improved 
or enclosed property used as off-street parking areas for businesses, shopping mails, 
theaters, auditoriums, sporting or recreational facilities, cultural centers, residential 
dwellings, or for any other place where the public has the right of access as invitees 
of licenses, shall reserve parking spaces in said off-street parking areas for any 
vehicle owned and operated by a disabled veteran or handicapped person whose 
vehicle bears the distinguishing license plate authorized by section two of chapter 
ninety of the Massachusetts General Laws.

Parking spaces designated as reserved shall be identified by the use of above grade 
signs with white lettering against a blue background and shall bear the words 
“Handicapped Parking: Special Plate Required. Unauthorized Vehicles May Be 
Removed at Owner’s Expense;” shall be adjacent to curb ramps or shall be as near 
as possible to a building entrance or walkway; shall be adjacent to curb ramps or 
other unobstructed methods permitting sidewalk access to a handicapped person; 
and shall be twelve feet wide or two eight-foot wide areas with four feet of cross 
hatch between them. 


5. The penalty for violation of this By-Law shall be one hundred ($100.00) dollars an 
offense. Also, the vehicle so parked in violation hereof may be removed according 
to the provisions of section one hundred and twenty D of chapter two hundred and 
sixty-six of the Massachusetts General Laws.

Question 1 — Referendum petition on an existing law — Do you approve of a law 
summarized below, which was approved by the House of Representatives on May 20, 1987, 
by a vote of 93-58, and approved by the Senate on May 20, 1987, by a vote of 31 - 8? 


SUMMARY 


The law provides a salary increase, effective January 7, 1987, for the members of the 
legislature and certain constitutional officers of the Commonwealth. 


Beginning at a base salary of $30,000, each member of the legislature will receive a 
salary increase under the law equal to the compounded percentage increase in the salaries of 
full time state employees who are subject to collective bargaining agreements between the 
Commonwealth and the ALLIANCE, AFSCME-SEIU, AFL-CIO in effect between Janu 
5, 1983 and January 7, 1987. Thereafter the salaries of each member of the legislature will 
be increased by the same percentages as the salaries of full time state employees subject to 
the collective bargaining agreements. 


The law further provides that members of the legislature holding leadership positions 
and committee chairmanships will receive an annual sum in addition to their salary. This 
additional amount will vary from $7,500 to $35,000 depending upon the particular position 
the member holds. 


The law also increases the salaries of certain constitutional officers. Under the law the 
salary of the governor is set at $85,000; the salaries of the lieutenant governor, state secretary, 
state treasurer and the state auditor are set at $70,000; and the salary of the attorney general 
is set at $75,000. 


Any individual may waive his or her salary increase under this law. Any amount so 
waived shall not be deemed regular compensation for the purposes of computing any such 
person’s benefits and shall be exempt from state taxation.

Question 2 — Law proposed by Initiation petition — Do you approve of a law sum- 
marized below, which was disapproved by the House of Representatives on May 3, 1988, by 
a vote of 24 - 123, and on which no vote was taken by the Senate before May 4, 1988: 


SUMMARY 


The proposed law would repeal state law requiring that the wages, including payments 
to health and welfare plans, paid to persons employed in the construction of public works be 
no less than the wages paid locally under existing collective bargaining agreements and 
understandings, or by the municipality, for the same kind of work. Under the proposed law, 
the Commissioner of Labor and Industries would no longer set wage rates for such work or 
classify jobs. 


The proposed law would also remove the Commissioner of Labor and Industries’ 
authority to set the wage rates of employees of contractors who move office furniture and 
fixtures for the state or a county, city, town or district, and remove the Commissioner’s 
authority to set the wage rates of operators of vehicles and other equipment engaged in pub- 
lic works. 


The proposed law would not change the way wages are set for laborers employed by the 
state Department of Public Works and the Metropolitan District Commission.

Question 3 — Law proposed by initiative petition — Do you approve of a law 
summarized below, which was disapproved by the House of Representatives on May 2, 1988, 
by a vote of 2-150, and disapproved by the Senate on May 3, 1988, by a vote of 0-34? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed law would require the Commissioner of the Department of Food and 
Agriculture to issue regulations to ensure that farm animals are maintained in good health and 
that cruel or inhumane practices are not used in the raising, handling or transportation of farm 


animals. ir wet 
The Commissioner would issue regulations, effective within four years after passage of 


the proposed law, about the surgical procedures used on farm animals, the transportation and 
slaughter of farm animals, and the diet and housing of those animals. The Director of the 
Division of Animal Health could issue exemption permits for a period of time up to one year 
and one half to any farmer. 


Under the proposed measure, an unpaid Scientific Advisory Board on Farm Animal 
Welfare comprised of veterinarians and animal scientists would also be established within the 
Department of Food and Agriculture. The Board would examine animal agricultural 
practices, issue for publication certain reports on farm practices, and make non-binding 
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recommendations to the Commissioner about specific regulations. If appropriated by the 
legislature, the Board may allocate an annual sum of not more than ten cents per Massa- 
chusetts citizen to assist farmers in adopting methods which are consistent with the purposes 
of this law. 


The Director of the Division of Animal Health would be responsible for enforcing 
regulations issued as a result of this proposed law. Persons who violate the new law would 
be punished by a fine of up to $1,000.

Question 5 — Shall an act passed by the general court in the year nineteen hundred and 
eighty-eight, entitled “An Act providing a charter for Plymouth county”, be accepted? 


SUMMARY 


Acceptance of the proposed Home Rule plan by a majority of the voters of Plymouth 
County will create anew form of county government under which Plymouth County will be 
governed by an elected fifteen member County Council and an elected five member Board 
of County Commissioners. 


The membership of the County Council will be elected for two year terms by and from 
the voters of fifteen districts to be established so as to consist of as nearly an equal number 
of people per district as possible. The legislative powers of the County as exercised by 
resolution or ordinance will be vested in the Council. The Council shall elect from its own 
number a President and Vice-President. It shall also elect, by ballot, a clerk of the County 
Council and, subject to appropriation, a County Auditor. Approval authority over the annual 
operation and capital outlay budgets for the County is vested in the County Council. 


The executive powers of Plymouth County will be exercised by a five member Board of 
County Commissioners elected at large for staggered four year terms. Such powers include 
preparation of annual operating and capital outlay budgets for submission to the County 
Council, general supervision and direction over all county agencies, supervision of the care 
and custody of all county property, institutions and agencies and oversight of the collection 
and expenditure of county funds. The Board shall have appointive powers over generally all 
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county departments and may appoint a County Administrator to perform such administrative 
duties as may be provided for such office by ordinance or by the provisions of an 
administrative code. 


The positions of County Treasurer, Register of Deeds and County Sheriff will remain 
elective. Municipal petition, citizen initiative, referendum and recall procedures shall be 
available to the voters of the County. 


The County shall have authority by interlocal contract, upon the request of any unit or 
units of local government, to provide local service functions including, but not limited to, 
public works, refuse disposal, public health services, water distribution, police, fire and 
public safety services, sewage treatment and disposal, real property assessment, trans- 
portation services and insurance. 


The County may adopt, by ordinance, in addition to the tax imposed by state statute, an 
additional tax to be retained by the County on deeds and other instruments filed with the 
Register of Deeds at a rate up to but not exceeding the rate imposed by the Commonwealth 
under statute.

Auditor’s Opinion on General Purpose 
Financial Statements 


The Board of Selectmen 
Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts 


We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town of East 
Bridgewater as of June 30, 1987, and for the year then ended as listed in the accompanying 
table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
government auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As discussed in note 1(a) to the combined financial statements, the Town (1) does not 
maintain a record of its general fixed assets and (2) provides for retirement b snefits on a pay- 
as-you-go basis instead of an actuarial basis. These practices are not in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except that the omission of the general fixed assets group of accounts 
results in an incomplete presentation and, except for the effects of such adjustments had the 
Town recorded pension costs in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles, 
as described in the preceding paragraph, the aforementioned general purpose financial 
statements present fairly the financial position of the Town of East Bridgewater, Massa- 
chusetts, at June 30, 1987, and the results of its operations for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles which have been applied ona basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole. The supplementary data listed in the table of contents 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the general 
purpose financial statements of the Town. The supplementary data have been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the examination of the general purpose financial statements 
and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the general purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole.

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Auditor’s Report on Internal Controls

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, Massachusetts for the year ended June 30, 1987 and have issued our report 
thereon, which was qualified in several respects, dated June 6, 1988. As part of our 
examination, we made a study and evaluation of the system of internal accounting control of 
the Town to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by 
generally accepted auditing standards and the standards for financial and compliance audits 
contained in the U.S. General Accounting Office Standards for Audit of Government 


Cran ations, Programs, Activities and Functions. For the purpose of this report, we have 
classified the significant internal accounting controls in the following categories: 

Cash receipts and revenues 

Billings 

Cash disbursements and expenditures 

Payrolls 


General ledger 
Financial reporting 


Our study included all of the control categories listed above except that we did not 
evaluate the accounting controls over the general ledger and financial reporting categories 
as we believe that substantive audit tests, which were performed in those categories, were 
more cost-effective. The purpose of our study and evaluation was to determine the nature, 
timing and extent of the auditing procedures necessary for expressing an opinion on the 
financial statements. Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to 
express an opinion on the system of accounting control taken as a whole or on any of the 
categories of controls identified above. 


The management of the Town of East Bridgewater is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining a system of internal accounting control. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates 
and judgements by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs 
of control procedures. The objectives of a system are to provide management with reason- 
able, but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized 
use or disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with management’s 
authorization and recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. Because of inherent limitations 
in any system of internal accounting control, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur 
and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the system to future periods is 
subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions 
or that the degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation made for the limited purpose described in the first paragraph 
would not necessarily disclose all material weaknesses in the system. Accordingly, we do not 
express an opinion on the system of internal accounting control of the Town of East 
Bridgewater taken as a whole or on any of the categories of controls identified in the first 
paragraph. However, our study and evaluation disclosed no weaknesses that we believe to be 
a material weakness. 


This report is intended solely for the use of management of the Town of East Bridge- 
water, the U.S. Department of Education and other federal and state agencies and should not 
be used for any other purpose. This restriction is not intended to limit the distribution of this 
report which, upon acceptance by the management of the Town of East Bridgewater, is a 
matter of public record.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The Board of Selectmen hereby submit the following report prepared for the residents 
of the Town of East Bridgewater covering the highlights of the year 1988. 


January 
Eric Greene gave his resignation as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. The Board elected 
Peter P. Spagone to serve as Chairman until April, 1988. 


James Lorrey received the Board’s vote of approval to allow for a continuance of his 
Retirement Appeal Hearing. 


Clarence W. Lovell was appointed as a member of the Conservation Committee. 


Chairman Peter Spagone requested a change in the preparation of the agenda in that the 
Executive Secretary, Fred Portway would prepare comments, input and research on each item 
requiring Action along with arecommendation, thereby enabling the Board to make decisions 
on the date of the meeting and without having to request further information or referrals. 


A petition was received by the Board of Selectmen requesting that an Article be placed 
in the Annual Town Meeting for voter approval to change the present system of three 
Selectmen serving to five Selectmen. 


Acitation was prepared for Mrs. Betty Cooper, Assistant Librarian, and presented to her 
on January 15th at a Retirement Party held at Ridders Country Club. 


A Health Insurance Seminar for the Employees of the Town of East Bridgewater, along 
with representatives from Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Pilgrim and Healthway H.M.O.’s was held 
on January 13, 1988 in the High School Auditorium. 


The Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority informed the Board of Selectmen they 
were unable to find a satisfactory location fora proposed Railroad Station in the Westdale area 
and that the Westdale Station site has been dropped. 


The Board of Selectmen voted to approve a bill in the amount of $22,351.86 to pay for 
106 Sick Days, 28 Vacation Days and 4 Holidays for Chief of Police, Edward E. Amold, 
according to his contract to date of January 31, 1988. 


Board requested an update from the Building Inspector, Fire Chief and Police Chief on 
the status of Paul D. McCratic’s Class III license located on Thatcher Street. 


Board of Selectmen met with abutters and nearby residents of Robins Pond for the 
purpose of discussing proposed Rules & Regulations governing the use of Robins Pond. 
Chief of Police Edward E. Arnold reported on the complaints he had received during the past 
year and explained the Town’s responsibilities are governed by M.GL. Chapter31, Section 45. 
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The East Bridgewater Municipal Employees Association (clerical) requested a clarifi- 
cation on what procedures they should follow when they have any questions relative to salary 
and fringe benefits. 


State Representative Jacqueline Lewis notified the Board that John Hannon, Chief 
Engineer, Division of Waterways, that the Town encountered distinct roadblocks in carrying 
out the legislature provisions for cleaning up the Matfield River. According to Mr. Hannon, 
$200,000 was available and the Division of Waterways was working with the Town to develop 
an agreement, however, this was not accomplished by June 30, 1987. The result was that the 
account was not carried into Fiscal Year 1988. 


The Board of Selectmen voted to allow Treasurer/Collector, Alfred T. Townley, III to 
request from the Finance Committee an emergency transfer from the Reserve Fund in the 
amount of $400.00 in order to pay Paul C. Kiley the sum of $1,000.00 to do an audit 
adjustment/reconciliation. 


The Board of Selectmen met with Treasurer/Collector, Alfred T, Townley, III to discuss 
shortage of FICA funds, preliminary appraisal of Treasurer’s office and late issuance of tax 
bills. 


The Board of Selectmen met with Mr. Robert Simpson, Chairman of the Council on 
Aging to discuss space needs for the Council on Aging, staff salaries, FY 1989 Budget request 
and his meeting with the Housing Authority. Mr. Simpson reported that the area designated 
at the former Intermediate School will not be sufficient. 


February 
John L. Silva, Jr. was sworn in as Chief of Police for the Town of East Bridgewater by Town 
Clerk, Elaine S. Powers. 


The Board of Selectmen signed the contract of Veteran’s Services Consultant, Philip E. 
Carey effective July 1, 1987 to June 30, 1988. 


The Board of Selectmen signed a contract with Carl Meserve, Meserve Electric Co., 
Bridgewater, MA for cleaning, maintaining and replacing of bulbs for all traffic zones and 
traffic lights at intersection of Washington and Central Streets, Middle School zone lights and 
Central School zone lights. 


A Public Hearing was held on the application of A. David Swartz, Jr. dba The Satucket 
General Store, 617 Plymouth Street for a Package Goods Store license for sale of wine and 
malt beverages. Chairman Spagone voted in favor, Selectman Greene opposed; Motion split 
— License denied. 


Chief of Police John L. Silva was appointed Deputy Director of Civil Defense and 
Keeper of the Lockup to June 30, 1988. 


A citation was prepared and presented to Mr. Victor D’Arpino, President of the East 
Bridgewater Cooperative Bank and Mr. Robert Place, Treasurer honoring the 75th Anni- 
versary of the founding of the East Bridgewater Co-operative Bank. 


The East Bridgewater Municipal Employees Association was informed by Mr. Diego 
Alvarado of the Labor Relations Commission that any discussion pertaining to the conditions 
of employees should be discussed with the Board of Selectmen. 


Edson Insurance Agency informed the Board of Selectmen that they would not bid on 
Town Insurance for FY88-89. 


Chairman Peter Spagone thanked past Chief Edward E. Amold for his seven years of 
service to the Town of East Bridgewater and wished him well in his future endeavors. 


The Board voted to grant Paul D. McCratic dba Paul’s Used Cars, 290 Thatcher Street 
a Class III Motor Vehicle Junk License for a period terminating July 1, 1988. Upon com- 
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pletion of apermanentaccess road, as required and approved by Fire Chief Robert K. Winsor, 
the license will be reissued on July 1, 1988. 


The Board of Selectmen signed the BFI Penalty Clause Agreement on February 8, 1988. 


The East Bridgewater Firefighters Association informed the Board that they desired to 
commence contract negotiations for FY88-89 between the E.B.P.F.A. and the Town of East 
Bridgewater. 


Planning Board members, Chairman Roy Gardner, Philip Carey, Robert Fitch, Jr. James 
Lorrey, and Marcia Anapolsky, Adm. Asst. met with the Board of Selectmen to discuss the 
proposed Master Plan. Acopy of the Planning Board’s Position Paper was given to the Board. 
Four Public Workshops were scheduled for public input on the proposed Master Plan. 


The Plymouth County Highway Association, Inc. held a meeting at the Plymouth Town 
Hall regarding State Aid policies and proper handling of State Aid Forms. Leo Trudeau, 
Highway Surveyor, Nancy Hacker, Highway Department Secretary, Executive Secretary, 
Alfred E. Portway and Irena Swartz attended. 


Former Police Chief Edward E. Arnold requested copies of meeting minutes, published 
and amended agendas from the Board. 


Board authorized the Highway Surveyor, Police Department delegate and Irena Swartz 
to attend the Traffic Signal & Sign Law - State Bid Regulations seminar on March 3 at 
Bridgewater State College. 


August J. Dube, Jr., President NAGE Local R1-173 requested a date to commence 
negotiations on a contract between NAGE and the Town of East Bridgewater for FY88-89. 
Sgt. Thomas Goode II was appointed representative to the O.C.P.C. Joint Transportation 
Committee. 


A Public Hearing was held for Albert F. Medeiros, Jr. of Southbrook Auto Sales, 500 
Bedford Street who requested that his hours on weekdays be changed. 


The Dana Farber Cancer Institute commended Kathy & Michael D’Errico for their 
efforts in raising money for the Jimmy Fund. 


March 

The Board approved the request of the Finance Committee to mail a Town Reportand Annual 
Report and Recommendations of the Finance Committee and Town Accountant to every 
resident in the Town. 


Catherine Sheehan was appointed Inspector of Animals and William Prouty as Inspector 
for Quarantine matters. 


The East Bridgewater Police Association Bargaining Committee informed the Board 
that they were ready to commence contract negotiations for FY88-89. 


A request for bids on Town Insurance was published in the Standard Publishing Com- 
pany periodical and the Enterprise. 


Marilyn M. Mondeau was reappointed Town Accountant for a period of three years from 
April 6, 1988 to April 6, 1991. Dorothy Richardson was appointed Assistant Town Accountant 
for a period of three years from April 6, 1988 to April 6, 1991. 


The Board was notified of the appointment of John J. Gilbride as State member of the 
Housing Authority. 


Selectwoman Irena Swartz, Selectman Eric Greene and Executive Secretary Fred Port- 
way attended a meeting at the Hingham Shipyard, Hingham, MA for the purpose of 
requesting restoration of the $200,000 funding for the Cleanup of the Matfield River.

Mr. Antonio Ferreira was appointed Permanent Full Time Police Officer for the Town of 
East Bridgewater. 


An Open House was held on Sunday, May 22nd at the new Water/Tree Department 
Building. 


The Board appointed Charles Francis, Broadmeadow Drive, to the Finance Committee. 


The performance and resignation of Treasurer/Collector Alfred T. Townley, III was 
discussed by the Board. 


Several Board members attended the Police Chiefs’ Association luncheon on June 8th 
at Ridder’s Country Club. 


Solid Waste Disposal Study Committee members Richard J. Lemon, Chairman, Timothy 
W. Sands, Clerk, Leo Trudeau, Peter Spagone and Robert McDonnell read and presented the 
Board with the Position Statement of the Committee. Compliments were extended to the 
Committee members for their hard work and in-depth study. 


Treasurer/Collector Alfred T. Townley, III informed the Board of his intention to retire 
from his position effective June 30, 1988. The Board accepted his letter of intention to retire. 


The Board voted to award the Town Insurance to MacIntyre, Fay & Thayer Insurance

The Board congratulated Carl W. Eastman for receiving the Founders’ Day Award from 
the President of Northeastern University in Boston, Massachusetts. 


Selectwoman Irena Swartz was named liaison person to the East Bridgewater Munici- 
pal Employees Association. 


An auction of obsolete equipment was held at the new Water/Tree Department Building 
with a total of $1,380.00 being realized. 


Mr. Ronald J. Mello, 1248 Washington Street was reappointed as a new member of the 
Local Arts Council. 


The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously the dismissal of Theodoor Kroese from the 
East Bridgewater Police Department effective midnight, November 30, 1988 as a result of 
findings at hearings on November 7, 21 and 28 on alleged charges of conduct unbecoming 
a police officer.

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Annual Report of the Board of Assessors 


1988 began in the Assessor’s Office with preparation for the mandatory revaluation 
update process. Delayed by the loss of computer service which had been used in the past, it 
was April before the actual process could begin. 


In this update year each parcel with an improvement had to be inspected. This infor- 
mation along with new values had to be input into the existing data base. 


Jerome Appraisal Company was once again contracted for this service. While they were 
inspecting properties for new construction and sales analysis our office information on each 
of over 4,300 parcels had to be updated. 


During this period, it became apparent to the Board that there was a need for compu- 
terization of the Assessors records. 


Considerable time was spent by the Board and particularly by Member Manny Garcia 
in reviewing 12 systems and software packages. The Article to purchase a computer and 
necessary software was withdrawn at the Annual Town Meeting for consideration at a later 
Special Town Meeting because of the uncertainty of Town finances on that date. 


Mrs. Cheryl A. Pooler was elected to the Board of Assessors in the April elections. The 
Board wishes to thank Manny Garcia for all the work he did while a Board Member. 


Work continued into the fall on the revaluation update. Because of delays in the previous 
year and the more than usual amount of new construction and subdivision of land it became 
a lengthy process. 


The Department of Revenue in enforcement of new update procedures and guidelines, 
became insistent on purifying our records. This process had already been started one year ago 
and required much research and cleaning up of old records. This resulted in a four-week delay 
in the preliminary certification process. An agreement was reached to allow preliminary 
certification and continued work on record purification will be monitored. 


Estimated tax tills were not processed and mailed in a joint decision between the Board 
of Assessors, the Board of Selectmen, the Tax Collector and Treasurer because of the need 
for a Special Town Meeting in December. This was necessitated by the Landfill Question and 
the laws governing pro forma (estimated) tax bills. Had the office prepared estimated tax bills 
there could have been no further fiscal 1989 spending after August, bringing a halt to many 
services. 


The December Special Town Meeting did approve the Article to computerize the 
Assessors records. We will begin in the early spring of 1989. 


The year ended with the office still finishing the revaluation update process. With the 
fiscal problems of the Commonwealth, the demands on us have become greater each week. 


The Board of Assessors wishes to thank the residents of the Town for their patience 
during the lengthy process of revaluation. It is our sincere desire to see that there are fewer 
if any more delays. The efforts put into the past two years along with computerization will 
be a large step in that direction.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1988, the Town had a very active year in the construction of new homes as well as the 
remodeling of/additions to the existing buildings. 


Several small apartment buildings are under construction presently however, there has 
been marked decrease in the multi-family construction in comparison to 1987. 


The new Executive Office of Shaws on Laurel St., was completed and occupied mid- 
year, along with the main building, also completed was the 1st building at Kevin Comeau’s 
Office Park on North Bedford St. 


Construction at the Housing Authority project at the former Intermediate School was 
also started. 


From inquiries that are being made in the Planning/Building Office it appears that East 
Bridgewater is now targeted for substantial Commercial growth. 


I again must express appreciation to Marcia Anapolsky and Dorothy Simpson in the 
Planning/Building Department Office. Without their knowledge and ability to work under 
extreme pressures as well as being able to solve the various problems that develop almost 
daily, we would not be able to function. 


In the 1988 calendar year a total of 356 Building Permits, 240 Plumbing Permits, 169 
Gas Permits and 319 Electrical Permits were processed through the Planning/Building 
Department as well as 133 Planning Board Permits and 58 Zoning Board of Appeals actions.

This year has been an extremely active one for the Commission. We have, as usual, had 
many more Notices of Intent filed, for which Public Hearings were held and Orders of 
Conditions issued. The effort on the part of the Conservation Commission to protect the 
wetlands of the town has become more time consuming and difficult. The Commission would 
still like to have some sign-off required before a building permit can be issued. 


The development of the Meridan Property for recreation for the people of the town under 
the supervision of Chief of Police, John Silva, has been going along at a tremendous rate and 
the Commission hopes to have some playing fields ready in the near future. The Conservation 
Commission again wishes to thank Chief Silva and all those people who have contributed 
materials and time to this project. 


The Commission feels that there should be a Public Beach and recreation area at Robin’s 
Pond for the people of the town. Therefore, to that end, we have had land in Robinwood 
Shores under control of Conservation Commission surveyed and would like to have the 
project underway in 1989. 


The Commission is very much concerned with the sale of open space land and land that 
has access to waterways. We feel that a greater effort should be made by the town to acquire 
some of these important lands. To that end we feel it is important to accumulate money in a 
land acquisition fund so that when important land is available in the future, money will be 
available for purchase. To that end the Conservation Commission hopes that at a future Town 
Meeting, we can increase our Land Acquisition Fund to comply with today’s market. 


The Commission wishes to thank Mr. & Mrs. LeoR. Trudeau for their gift of land of over 
6 acres along the Matfield River to the Town of East Bridgewater under Conservation 
Commission control. 


Also, we thank Brewster Fuller, our Consulting Engineer, for the time and effort he has 
given to the Conservation Commission.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Common Committee is pleased to report that the restoration work and the contract 
agreement on the Common was completed early in 1988. 


The grass was re-seeded, fertilized and limed and crabgrass preventer was applied by the 
Old Fox Company. The bandstand lighting was repaired and brought up to full capacity, the 
water and well systems were put into working order and the brick walks weeded and repaired, 
where necessary. 


The granite and iron fence on the south side of the Common, which had been damaged 
in an automobile accident, was repaired. Ten benches were installed on brick pads. Five trees 
were planted at the east end of the Common to replace those which had died during the 
drought of the previous year. 


The Common Committee arranged and held a dedication ceremony on June 12. Beau- 
tiful weather and excellent speakers combined to make the program a success.

1721 - Two years before the incorporation of the East Parish, Samuel Allen, Jr. gave the first 
parcel of land upon which the church was built. 


1724 - More land was given by Nehemiah Allen. 
1749 - Matthew Allen, Jr. and Seth Allen gave land for a Training Field. 


1762 - Matthew Allen, Jr., Nathan Whitman and Betty Whitman gave land for a Training 
Field. 


1796 - Ezra Whitman gave land adjoining the first parcel. This was the original Common. 


1723 - The meetinghouse was raised. 
The first schoolhouse was built on the northwest corner. 

1750 - 60 - 70 - Militia drilled on the Common.

1780 - September 11, Detachments from the 3rd Regiment met on the Common and under 
Col. Robert Orr marched to Taunton to suppress Shays’ Rebellion. 

1794 - 3000 people gathered to watch the raising of the third meetinghouse. 

1823 - The East Parish of Precinct of Bridgewater became the Town of East Bridgewater 
incorporated June 14. 

1836 - In Massachusetts all connections between Church and State were severed and the 
Court awarded the Common to the First Parish Church. 


1873 - Two articles at Town Meeting to see what action would be taken to choose a design for 
a Soldiers’ Monument and to choose its location. 
In May, the First Parish Church voted to give permission to erect the Soldiers’ 
Monument on the Common. 


1874 - September 17 - The Civil War Monument was dedicated to those who gave their 
lives in the War of the Rebellion. 


1900s - Lawn Parties, Band Concerts, Memorial Day Ceremonies were held on the Common. 
1965 - 1984 - A period of deterioration. 
1983 - September 13, purchase by the Town for $35,000. 


1984 - December - chosen in the preliminary selection for a grant from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts City and Towns Commons and Squares Grant Program. 


1985 - April - chosen in the final selection to receive a grant of $235,596. 


1986 - 1987 - Selection of Paul C.K. Lu and Associates, Landscape Architects, and 
Ledgewood Construction Co., Inc. Work accomplished. 


1988 - June 12 - A Day of Dedication to the Townspeople and to all who made the 
restoration of the Historic Common a reality.

Estimated receipts of this department were $50,000.00. This included ambulance fees, 
smoke detector inspection and oil burner fees and miscellaneous report and permit fees. 


Outdoor burning dates remain the same as previous years with 525 permits and 984 
renewal permits issued from January 15 through May Ist. 


During this past year, the new front walkway at the station was completed and the entire 
roof was reshingled. Our new Engine 3 will be delivered in January of 1989. This is a 
replacement for Combination #1, a 1959 Dodge, voted at the last Annual Town Meeting and 
is part of our on-going apparatus replacement and maintenance program. 


Our manpower shortage is very serious and to the crisis stage at times with no permanent 
solution in site.

It is my pleasure to report to you the activities of the Highway Department for the past 
year. 


We have been busy this year with the regular duties of the department, which include 
street signs, litter, patching, replacement of drainage piping, clogged drains and numerous 
other problems. 


The department has completed grader leveling of West Union St., portions of Bridge St., 
and the intersection of Summer and Belmont Sts. 


Chip sealing has been completed on Maple Ave., Hobart St., Union St., West Union St. 
and grader leveled areas on Bridge St. 


Major construction on Highland St. and resurfacing has been completed. 


_We would like to thank the residents in the above mentioned areas for their cooperation 
during the construction periods. 


In the spring and summer of 1989 we are striving to get a major reconstruction project 
underway on Central St. from Plymouth to Washington St. As you realize this section of 
roadway is in very poor condition. This will be a major expenditure for the Town of East 
Bridgewater and the support of all town residents is needed at the Annual Town meeting for 
a project of this magnitude. We are asking for your support. 


Preliminary approval from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, District 7 has been 
given to the Town of East Bridgewater for the resurfacing of Whitman and Plymouth Sts. 
from Route 18 to the Halifax line. This project will be funded by State Aide monies you have 
voted in the past. The project will cost in the area of $250,000.

The Rate Setting Commission of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts audits the 
income and expenses of the Brockton Area Association for Retarded Citizens, Inc. annually. 
This determines the rate that BAARC must charge for providing programs and services to the 
developmentally and physically disabled citizens it serves. 


The rate per day for a client to attend the Day Activity Program is Twenty Four Dollars 
and Forty Eight Cents ($24.48) fortwo hundred and thirteen days for a total of Five Thousand, 
Two Hundred and Fourteen Dollars and Twenty Four Cents ($5,214.24). BAARC presently 
has two Day Activity clients who reside in the Town of East Bridgewater. 


The rate per day for aclient who attends the Sheltered Workshop Program is Twenty Five 
Dollars and Sixty Nine Cents ($25.69) for two hundred and thirteen days for a total of Five 
Thousand, Four Hundred and Seventy One Dollars and Ninety Seven Cents ($5,471.97). 
There are presently two clients attending the Sheltered Workshops who reside in the Town 
of East Bridgewater. 


The money received from the Town of East Bridgewater, Four Thousand, One Hundred 
and Seventy Three Dollars ($4,173.00) supplements the cost of providing programs and 
services to those four clients who reside in the Town of East Bridgewater.

Report of the Board of Health 


To The Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The meeting schedule for the Board of Health from January to April was every other 
Wednesday at 9:00 a.m. Following the election in April, Mr. Walter L. Lockhart was 
welcomed to the Board as the third member. The meeting schedule was then changed to every 
Tuesday evening at 7:30 p.m. The Board organized for the year as follows: William A. 
Johnson - Chairman, Cynthia Beach - Clerk, and Walter L. Lockhart third member. 


Our Health Agent William Burke was busy overseeing Perc Tests, Restaurant Inspec- 
tions, Repairs and new installations of Septic Systems, Housing Inspections and other 
miscellaneous Board of Health violations. 


This past year the Bridge Street Landfill has been extensively upgraded. We wish to 
thank Mr. Leo Trudeau for his untiring efforts on the upkeep and operation of the Landfill. 
Commencing October 1, 1988 the Disposal Area stickers were made available at the entrance 
to the Landfill. We hope this arrangement is more convenient to the residents of East 
Bridgewater. This year the Board of Health has regrettably raised the user fees for the 
Landfill. This valuable resource must be protected. The amount of the increase is dictated by 
the changes in requirements of the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE). Previous control and monitoring costs have soared from $6,000.00 per 
year to over $20,000.00 annually. It is imperative to extend the life expectancy of this landfill. 
Communities without a solid waste containment facility are at the mercy of transportation 
problems and exorbitant disposal fees. The sticker for the vehicles will be $15.00 per sticker, 
this is a three year plan with a $15.00 increase each year. Hours for the Landfill are Saturdays 
7:30 a.m. - 2:30 p.m. and Sundays 8:00 a.m. - 12 Noon. 
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We wish to thank our Employees, Mr. Robert E. Lundberg, Building Inspector, John 
Silva, Chief of Police, Town Officials and all other Town Departments for their continued 
cooperation and support during the past year.

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Report of the Board of Library Trustees 


The retirement of Elizabeth P. Hurd after more than 40 years of service as a member of 
the Board of Library Trustees, demonstrated dramatically that 1988 was a year of transition 
for the library system. Having also served her community as a member of the School 
Committee for several years, Mrs. Hurd personified the unity of the town’s unique library 
system in which the Public Library and the three school libraries are managed by a single 
board of trustees and administered by a single director. 


During the past year, after a careful study, the Board of Library Trustees and the School 
Committee affirmed their commitment to the integrated system on the dual basis of 
educational philosophy and administrative effectiveness as well as on the grounds of the 
substantialeconomicsavingswhich accruetothetownandits taxpayers throughsucha system. 


In this regard, the board recognizes the dedication and commitment to the citizens of East 
Bridgewater, to education, and to library services represented in Mrs. Hurd’s leadership for 
more than four decades. The board also notes with appreciation the comprehensive study of 
the system conducted by former director Kathy Bullard. The options identified in Ms. 
Bullard’s study helped the library and school boards to recommit themselves to our combined 
system with the confidence which is born of knowledge and understanding. 


In addition to Mrs. Hurd’s retirement, Ms. Bullard’s resignation to accept another library 
position during the past year further demonstrated the transitional nature of 1988. During the 
one-and-a-half years that she served as director, Ms. Bullard made numerous contributions 
to the success and vitality of the library system, most notably in the areas of implementing 
data processing systems and securing grants to augment local resources in funding library 
services. 


Former long-time School Committee member Carl W. Eastman was appointed to fill the 
vacancy created by Ms. Hurd’s retirement and the board has been fortunate to select Diane 
Pacheco as its new director. 


Ms. Pacheco, a graduate of Stonehill College with a Master of Library Science degree 
from Simmons College, comes to East Bridgewater from her service as the children’s 
librarian of Barrington, Rhode Island. Previously she held positions of responsibility in the 
library systems of Brookline and Fall River. Highly regarded within the New England library 
community, Ms. Pacheco brings a wealth of experience and energy to her new post. 


Transitions also occurred in critical support positions in 1988. After several decades of 
combined service, Assistant Librarian Irene Nardi and Administrative Assistant Elizabeth 
Cooper retired during the year. As the board wishes these devoted staff members well- 
deserved happiness in their retirements, it welcomes Carole Sammons Emery and Rosemary 
Gillet to their respective positions. Mrs. Emery and Mrs. Gillet bring excellent professional 
credentials and prior library experience to our system. 


The generosity of the community in support of its library is noted this year in the 
establishment of a “Friends of the Library” organization to assist with library programming 
and financial support, the volunteer services of several residents providing many hours of 
clerical assistance, and the creation of the Edwin E. Whitmore Memorial Trust, the Edna L. 
Whitmore Memorial Fund, and the Ruth C. Thayer American Youth Hostel Memorial Fund, 
and additional memorial gifts to the Eastman Fund. 


Circulation figures from the four libraries demonstrate another year of growth and 
activity with an increase of approximately ten percent over 1987 to 130,000 volumes. 


The board expresses its thanks to the many town departments and officials who have 
assisted the library during the past year such as the Tree Department, the School Committee, 
the Highway Department, the Building Inspector, the Superintendent of Schools, and the 
school principals, and to Browning-Ferris Industries and Sachem Rock Development, Kevin 
Comeau, president, for their generous support of the library and its programs during the past 
year. 
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The board’s annual report cannot conclude without expressing special appreciation and 
commendation to Joan Sawyer Leland for her inspired service as interim director during the 
search for Ms. Bullard’s replacement. The Public Library has been an essential part of Mrs. 
Leland’s life since her childhood and her love of library and community served her well in 
her spirited leadership for several critical months during the past year and paved the way 
through a successful transition to the next phase of local library history.

Report of the 
East Bridgewater Historical Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

The Historical Commission has held twelve regular meetings during the year. We lost 
one of the founding members of the Commission, Edna L. Whitmore. Her death left the 
Commission without its most knowledgeable and dedicated member. 


Commission members have attended meetings of the Board of Selectmen and Planning 
Board meetings. 


In honor of Preservation Month in May the Commission presented, at the Library, 
Professor William Kendall from Bridgewater State College, who spoke about historic houses 
in the local area, presenting slides identifying the various types still in use. 


The celebration of the Bicentennial of the Constitution of the United States was con- 
tinued by promoting a Poster and Essay Contest in the East Bridgewater schools, and 
contributing to the various prizes awarded. 


During the year, various inventories of homes dating through the 19th Century were 
completed and sent to the Massachusetts Historical Commission in Boston. The Commission 
is working toward establishing an Historic District in Elmwood, one around the Common, 
and one in the center of Town. 


The Commission continues to work with the East Bridgewater Historical Society on 
further restoration of the Rogers-Sheldon Mill Site. 


Members of the Commission have continued writing a monthly column, “East Bridge- 
water in Days Gone By” for the “Townsman”, a small weekly paper of the Bridgewaters. 


Much effort was given to attempting to relocate the Trow-Marble house offered to the 
Historical Commission by Kevin Comeau, for the preservation of this historical building. 
Unsuccessful attempts to obtain satisfactory percolatfon tests results on available land and 
the exhaustion of the time allotted to accomplish the relocation, forced the Selectmen to vote 
not to accept the house. 


The Commission keeps in mind that its primary object is identifying the historic 
resources of the Town and working to preserve them.

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Centennial Celebration — Elmwood Fire Station 


In 1886 thirty-five men formed the Elmwood Fire Company. Two years later, following 
devastating fires in the Nutter Block (presently Swanson and Flood) in the center of town and 
Sheldon’s Mill on West Union Street, the town built two identical fire stations. The station 
on West Union Street is still standing but was used only until 1918. The Elmwood Station 
served not only the village of Elmwood but the entire community until 1967. 


The Elmwood Fire Station was more than a fire station. It was a social center for the 
village of Elmwood. Along with the Elmwood New Church, Flagg’s Store and the Elmwood 
Schoolhouse, the Fire Station helped to define the unique character of the village. 


In September, 1988, the East Bridgewater Historical Society found it appropriate to 
honor the building on its hundredth anniversary, to recognize the contributions of the Elm- 
wood Fire Company in protecting the lives and property of the people of East Bridgewater 
and to pay tribute to the character and history of Elmwood Village. It is the hope of the society 
that the exterior of the Elmwood Fire Station can be restored to its original condition so that 
the building may stand as a reminder of the importance of tradition and community history.

ELMWOOD FIRE STATION HISTORY 


There was a time when East Bridgewater fire 
protection consisted of a line of men with 
buckets of water, when the only hook and ladder 
was a ladder on wheels, and when the church bell 
served as the entire alarm systen. However, in 
the fall of 1886, when the Elmwood Fire Company 
was organized in Churchill's Hall ‘over the 
present Elmwood Post Office); a new era of fire 
protection began. 

During the summer of 1888 the present ’’Hose 
House” was built to serve the fire company and 
to store its hose carriages and equipment. The 
Simple wooden building, with its tall tower for 
drying hose rising in the sky, soon became a 
center not only for the fire company, but for 
the entire village. Social events, meetings, 
and countless other festivities occurred there 
over the years. On March 16, 1967 the fire 
station was closed and an era came to an end. 

Recognizing the important role the Elmwood 
Fire Station has played in the history of our 
town, and hoping that it will be preserved for 
future generations, the East Bridgewater 
Historical Society has sponsored this day of 
celebration.

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Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, we are pleased to present 
this report of the activities of the Council for 1988. 


During the year, the Council moved into its new office quarters located in the historic 
Brockton Edison Electric Illuminating Power Station building, located at 70 School Street in 
Brockton, MA. The facility will serve as the permanent home of the Council and enable the 
Council to provide more efficient services to its member communities. An Open House was 
heldin early September for local and state officials to mark the event and visitors are welcome 
to view the restored building. 


The program activities of the Council in 1988 were again concentrated on three major 
areas: Community and Economic Development; Transportation and Transit Planning; and, 
Elder Services Planning as the Area Agency on Aging. Council funding during the year 
increased slightly over the 1987 level due largely to additional financial support from the 
State Department of Elder Affairs for administering the Nursing Home Ombudsman Program 
in the region. State budget difficulties this year resulted in the termination of Regional 
Planning Agency grant funds used by the Council to address issues of regional concern. The 
Council is hopeful that this source of funding will be restored in the FY 1990 budget. 


Housing production in the Old Colony region slowed during the year, but several major 
commercial developments were proposed or advanced in 1988 demonstrating a healthy area 
economy. Prospects for 1989 appear optimistic since indications from an OCPC study 
completed during the year show that the area has been reasonably successful in an attracting 
growth firms. 


In 1988, the Council proposed a Memorandum of Agreement by and among the com- 
munities of the Old Colony Planing Council which would establish a regional review process 
for developments having a regional impact. The process would give communities the 
Opportunity to comment on proposed developments in neighboring communities that they 
would be impacted by although they do not have jurisdiction in granting approval to the 
project. It would establish an advisory, non-binding review process to assist local decision- 
making authorities in the review of major development proposals. The proposal has been 
generally tee received and the Council is requesting local approval through town meeting 
action in 1989.

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Report of the 
Southeastern Regional District School Committee 


Southeastern offers 24 high school vocational training programs and 6 Technical 
Institute post-secondary programs. On October 1, 1987, 1,272 students were enrolled in the 
high school and 112 post-secondary students were enrolled in the Technical Institute. 


In June 1988, the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School graduated 
267 students. Guidance Department records indicate that 98% of the members of the Class 
of 1988 were placed either in full-time jobs or had elected to further their education. Much 
of the success of our job placementrecord is attributed to the Cooperative Education program. 
Fifty-seven percent of the Class of 1988 participated in the Co-op Program. 


Federal grants from a variety of sources were used to offset equipment costs. Vocational 
Education Act grant funds (Public Law 98-524) were used to purchase lifts, drafting boards, 
drafting machines and specialized electrical equipment for the Automotive, Machine 
Drafting and Electrical Programs. 


Federal funds were also used to hire personnel to recruit, support and retain students in 
non-traditional programs within the school. This project was chosen by the Department of 
Education as a model program. 


Special Education funds (Public Law 94-142) were used to support our Chapter 766 
program. Chapter II block grant funds were used to purchase computers for computer- 
assisted instruction. 


School Improvement Council funds and Equal Education Opportunity Grant funds were 
also used to purchase equipment and supplies. 


Curriculum and staff development continue to provide students with increased options 
upon graduation. Computer instruction further incorporated into the mathematics curricu- 
lum. Increased reading and writing skills were strengthened by updating the curriculum and 
materials of the English Department. Computer-assisted units are now being introduced into 
the vocational related curriculum. 


In July 1988, Dr. John P. Avery of East Bridgewater, was appointed High School Director. 
Dr. Avery has served as Director of Guidance Services at Pathfinder Regional Vocational 
Technical High School in Palmer, MA, Director of the Regional 5 Vocational Center in 
Plymouth, NH, and Assistant Superintendent-Director of the Northern Berkshire Regional 
Vocational Technical School District in North Adams, MA. As Director of the Plymouth, NH 
Center, he led the planning and construction of a new vocational education facility. 


In September 1988, William Andrews was appointed Director of the Technical Institute 
and Supervisor of the Adult Evening School. Mr. Andrews’ work experience includes private 
industry and experience in teaching, guidance and administration. 


The annual Senior Awards Program provided over $18,000 worth of scholarships and 
“toolships” to graduating students. The scholarship program enables students to obtain tools 
and equipment for employment or funds to continue their education. 


The demand for graduates of vocational programs continues to be very strong in 
Massachusetts. 


East Bridgewater is a member of the Southeastern Regional School District. The district 
consists of seven other towns and the City of Brockton. Taxpayers support the school district 
through assessments which are based on the number of attending students from each member 
community. East Bridgewater’s share of the FY89 $7,370,046 budget consists of 6.76%, 
representing 94 students. 
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Southeasterm is always seeking new and different ways of conducting its educational 
programs at minimal costs to the taxpayers of the district. The cost of operating the 
Southeastern Regional School District is among the lowest in the Commonwealth.

Report of the Trustees for Plymouth County 
Cooperative Extension 


Cooperative Extension is located on High Street, Hanson (on the grounds of the County 
Hospital). Cooperative Extension is a partnership of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the land-grant college — the University of Massachusetts, Amherst and county 
government. It is a nationwide informal education program. 


County Agents are specialists in programs targeted to Agriculture, Communities, 
families and 4-H youth. 


Staff consists of a director, two regional agricultural specialists, acommunity resource 
development specialist, two home economists, three 4-H agents and a split position, 4-H/ 
home horticulture. In addition, Cooperative Extension administers a federally funded 
nutrition education program. The Expanded Food and Nutrition Education Program 
(E.F.N.E.P.), located in Brockton. This is staffed by a nutrition specialist and program 
assistants (5 full-time equivalents) who deliver the educational program to families with 
limited resources. 


Cooperative Extension agents serve the public through planning and conducting 
educational conferences, workshops, phonecallassistance, field visits and timely newsletters. 


In our4-H program last year 7,006 youth were enrolled, of thatnumber 493 were enrolled 
inclub programs, and 6,513 were exposed to 4-H through short-term projects. 560 volunteers 
assisted in conducting the county 4-H program. 


Newsletters, free for the asking, are Garden Clippings, amonthly horticulture fact-filled 
publication; So-Sew, informational “how-to” letter for the serious home sewing; Creative 
Living, provides current information in the areas of clothing and textiles, human develop- 
ment, housing and home management. Newsletters for commercial agricultural enterprises 
are available (Small Fruit, Vegetables, Tree Fruits, Small Farms and Livestock). 


During this past year 10,400 educational publication orders were requested by residents. 
Free soil pH testing was conducted, testing 247 samples. 144 newsletters were prepared and 
mailed to client groups.

Funding Status Report 

In 11 outof 14 Massachusetts counties during the past 5 years, funding was changed from 
county based funding to a state allocation under the University of Massachusetts. Since 1914 
counties had been the primary supporter of this program, with limited state and federal 
contributions. This model of major contribution by counties was only done in one other state, 
New York. Feeling that local budget control as working, the 3 southeast counties in 
Massachusetts, Barnstable, Bristol and Plymouth chose not to transfer their budgets to the 
state until such time as it was deemed necessary by county decision-makers. This year we 
were informed we should attempt a transfer. 


Cooperative Extension felt the pinch when it was juggled during a difficult budget year 
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for state and county. Over 24,000 petition signatures were obtained by 4-H’ers, clients, and 
residents concerned on the possible loss of our service. Ultimately, we were funded until June 
30, 1989 by Plymouth County government, with plans by the state to assume funding starting 
next fiscal year. 


My sincere thanks to friends, supporters, town officials and legislators for assisting us 
during these difficult budget negotiations and speaking out on our behalf through the media, 
letters, cables and calls to key decision-makers.

Report of the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased to 
submit the following report of our activities during 1988. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of 23 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset in 
Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and provides a way 
of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito control 
professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


1988 was a year of significant challenges. Many of the concepts, equipment, and pro- 
cedures implemented over the last five years were tested by unusual summer heat and record 
July rainfall. Trap collections of flood-water mosquitoes were at a ten year high across much 
of New England. In Plymouth County, efforts aimed at immature larval mosquitoes reduced 
populations significantly. Follow-up ultra low volume spraying reduced adult populations to 
tolerable levels in a short time. The technology and procedures that are in place now are far 
more effective and efficient than those of a decade ago. Special efforts were put forth by the 
field crews who worked in the excessive heat. 


The threat of the mosquito transmitted disease Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) was 
low in 1988. There was some concern that this season’s surge in summer flood-water 
mosquitoes (Aedes vexans) might result in transmission of the virus to people, and some 
additional spraying was done. Virus was recovered from bird feeding mosquitoes, but no 
horse or human cases occurred. The recurring problem of EEE in Southeastern Massachu- 
setts continues to ensure cooperation between this Project and the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. 


Other significant developments including an increase in membership. The Town of 
Kingston joined the regional project on July 1, and began receiving the same services as other 
member towns. In addition, our systematic trapping program was expanded in all towns 
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beginning July 1, thereby providing more complete information on which to base control 
decisions. Finally, a specially designed tracked vehicle has been acquired which makes 
possible inspections of the more remote and inaccessible areas. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mosquitoes 
do not respect town lines, the information given below does provide a tally of the activities 
which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 


1. Insecticide Application. 5,792 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for 
control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site 
if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last 
in September. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be 
found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. 
Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific 
larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 200 inspec- 
tions were made to 37 catalogued breeding sites. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time between 
notice of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint 
response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than three days. 


2. Machine Reclamation. 130 linear feet of ditch was reconstructed in East Bridge- 
water using one of the Project’s three track driven backhoes. 


3. Mosquito Species. Coqguillettidia perturbans was the dominant mosquito collected 
in the East Bridgewater trap. Other important mosquitoes collected included Aedes 
vexans and Culiseta melanura. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information about 
mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of concern.

Report of Self-Help Incorporated 


__ Self-Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency dedicated to 
improving the quality of life of limited income individuals and families, and making all 
segments of the community responsive to the needs of the limited income, disadvantaged and 
minority. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1988, Self Help received a total funding 
af $ rf .SM and provided 492,328 direct services to the area’s limited income individuals and 
amilies. 
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1,246 residents received 19322 direct services totalling $205,454 during the program 
year. 


The total funding of $11,438,433 does not tell the real value of human services delivered 
to the area as a whole. Self-Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $1,190,466 
of other community resources such as Commonwealth Service Corp and local cities and 
towns contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume of Self-Help during the past 
program year was approximately $12.9 million. 


_ Self-Help currently employs 250 individuals, many of whom are limited income and 
minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/87 to 9/30/88 was a successful one for Self-Help, Inc. 
and very helpful to our limited income population. We thank the area’s Mayors, Boards of 
Selectmen, town volunteers and your representative to our Board of Directors, Mr. Donald 
Shurtleff for helping to make our program year a success.

Report of the Board of Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The water department is proud of the things that have been done this past year. We now 
have one of the most modern water control systems available. The department’s equipment 
is all new except for the small pick-up. Two hundred ninety-four meters have been replaced 
in 1988. We are close to 100% metered except for 5 summer cottages. We have installed 125 
new water services, repaired 69 service leaks, 10 main leaks, made 7 hydrant repairs or 
replacements and had 22 freeze ups. 


The department is, at the time of this writing, testing a possible new well site for future 
generations. The site is in the Elmwood section of town away from the other 4 wells. The wells 
are in good operation, except for the Hudson Street well which needs to be purged and 
overhauled. 


The financial picture for the water department is very good. We have raised $510,188.00 
in water rates; $2,500.00 in miscellaneous items and $118,450.00 in the System Develop- 
ment account. (The System Development account is monies collected from the extension of 
the water supply system. It is from new developments and new homes and totals $290,000.00 
to date.) 


Our expenses are $321,946.00 for line items and $240,593.00 for principle and interest 
on water department debts. The Water Commissioners thank the water department employees 
for their efforts this past year.

Board of Water Commissioners 
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Report of the Council on Aging 


1988 will be remembered as the year that the Council On Aging took ya steps forward 
to address the needs of the seniors of the town of East Bridgewater. The Council took a hard 
look at how we had staffed the Office of Elderly Affairs and in doing so, adjusted the salary 
of the Director of Elderly Affairs to be competitive with surrounding towns to insure that we 
could maintain a competent person in that position. In addition, the town funded the position 
of an outreach worker and two part-time aides to insure that we could meet the increased 
demand for services from this office. As a result of these adjustments we have seen a 
substantial increase in the amount of services offered to our elderly. 


During 1988 the ridership on the Dial-A-Bat system has increased from 350 rides to 
1,454. We distributed surplus food to 744 seniors and other needy families throughout East 
Bridgewater. In addition, the Office of Elderly Affairs provided 12,324 other services to 
seniors. 


Through the aggressive actions of our Director of Elderly Services, Linda Flaherty, 
Council on Aging has received a formula grant in the amount of $2,904.00. It also received 
a competitive grant from the Executive Office of Elderly Affairs for $5,000.00; all of this to 
be used in our outreach program. 


In addition we have recently been informed that we have been awarded a competitive 
grant from Title 3B which we applied for in September in the amount of $7,200.00, for the 
development of schematic drawings for a new senior citizen center. This grant was further 
supported by a local organization called People Always Love Seniors, in the amount of 
$900.00, which made up for the amount of matching grant money we had to obtain locally. 


Furthermore, the Council continued to receive support from local organizations, such as 
the Lions Club and the Kiwanis Club who continue to support the printing of our local 
newsletter; support that is extremely important to the Council and very much appreciated. 


During 1988 the Council On Aging with support from the Board of Selectmen, renovated 
and moved to its new location at the rear of the nursing cottage. 


1989 brings a whole new scope of challenges to the Council On Aging. While locally and 
statewide we face a financial crisis, we also must be well aware that our elderly population 
continues to grow and their needs continue to grow as social services are cut. We must not turn 
our backs on that need. In a step to look beyond 1989 into the future, and the development 
of a senior citizen center, the Board of Selectmen recently voted to designate a piece of land 
adjacent to the fire station for the building of this center. This is a substantial project that will 
take the efforts of every local organization and concerned citizen of this town. It does not 
come at the most opportune time when people are being asked to either maintain level 
spending or to cut budgets. It does come at a time when it is most need. Our seniors do not 
have alocation as a focal point for their services; that of a food bank, that of physician support 
and medical examinations/blood pressure checks, crafts, and just a social meeting place 
where functions can be held. This type of facility must and will be built in the town of East 
Bridgewater. That is the challenge that we face in 1989 and that is the project that I ask for 
your support on. I will be addressing the Finance Committee to seek support in that area but 
will also be taking this to the citizens of East Bridgewater. Our seniors are the ones who 
founded this town. Our seniors are our mothers, our fathers, our aunts, our uncles, our 
grandparents. We must put in place a center that will meet their needs as we go into the 1990’s. 
As always the Council On Aging appreciates the support of the community and looks forward 
to a very progressive 1989.

Our office continued to handle the fuel allowance program for our citizens. During 1988 
we were successful in obtaining more than $105,000.00 in federal V.A. benefits for our 
veterans and their dependents. Since the population of our veterans and their dependents is 
getting older and their problems continue to increase, our office is called upon to provide 
more and more advise and assistances which we are happy to provide. 


Iam happy to report that our administrative assistant, Mrs. Martha Redgate has done an 
outstanding job in applying her skills and ability to the work and service to our veterans and 
their families. She is well liked by all who know her.

Department building concerns. Gaffney Architects of Hyannis, Mass. was selected from a 
large field of applicants for the design work and bid specification proposals. The proposed 
Town Hall addition, of approximately 21,000 square feet to the present building, would also 
house a new police station on the ground floor level. This facility would provide modern 
offices for town government, meeting rooms, and some space for future growth.

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Report of the 
East-West Bridgewater School District Planning Board 


This is the third and final report of the East-West Bridgewater Regional School District 
Planning Board to the Townspeople of both East and West Bridgewater. The Board was active 
for almost three years over which time in-depth studies and analysis were performed to 
evaluate the feasibility of forming an East-West Bridgewater Regional School District. 
During the course of the Board’s activity, there were approximately 60 public meetings and 
several public hearings. The Board studied the facts and issues regarding a regional school 
district, with a sensitivity to the local townspeople’s concerns on the issues as they came to 
light. 


The studies performed were designed to show whether the premise that regionalization 
of the two school districts could be a reasonable and practical alternative to address the 
current and anticipated problems of both school systems. 


The Board concluded that the studies showed that over the long term the concept of 
regionalization was in fact feasible. The studies showed through regionalization that a viable 
program to improve the curriculum of the larger schools could be accomplished over the long 
term, because of the larger student body, increased financial resources, combined facilities, 
and as a result of the depth and breadth of a combined teaching staff. 


In spite of all the areas of study and analysis that reasonably predicted regionalization 
would be a positive move in strengthening the long term viability of public education in both 
towns, the concept of establishing a regional school district was not visibly supported by 
either town. In fact, in the final stages of the study as the Board prepared to vote on the 
feasibility of regionalization, a significant anti-regionalization sentiment came forward. 


The activity of the Board concluded that at the public hearing held to vote on the feas- 
ibility of pursuing regionalization on March 14, 1988. The Board voted unanimously to 
terminate the activity on the subject of regionalization. The Board concluded that the 
regionalization of both the East Bridgewater and West Bridgewater Public Schools could 
have worked but would not have worked if implemented at this time. 


The townspeople’s desire to maintain locally autonomous Public School Systems 
coupled with a general lack of support for a regionalization concept led the Board to the 
conclusion that any attempt at regionalization at this time would be counter productive to the 
educational process. 


The Board at this time would like to publicly express its gratitude for the significant 
contributions of the Superintendents of Schools, Gerhart and Mitchell, and Anne Kaiser, the 
Board’s clerk. 


Dr. Henstock contributed well in excess of any normal standards that would apply in a 
typical regionalization study. Although Dr. Henstock was a paid consultant, his dedication to 
and concern for the educational systems of both towns should not go unnoticed. 


The School Committees of both towns have been cooperative and pretty much open- 
minded during the entire process. 


A special recognition to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Michael S$. Dukakis, 
Governor, the Executive Office of Communities and Development, and the Department of 
Education in Collaboration is in order. Technical support and grants totalling $32,000 were 
provided to the Board over the life of the study. 


The Board joins all citizens of East and West Bridgewater in noting the passing of Donald 
A. Fisher,amember of the Board from its inception. Don’s contributions to the school systems 
of both towns are well known. His steady and quiet commitment to the youth of East and West 
Bridgewater will serve as an example and inspiration to all. 
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In closing, although the regionalization activity did not proceed beyond the feasibility 
study, there are many tangible benefits obtained in the process. The studies and research 
accomplished by Dr. Henstock for the Board have value now and in the future for both school 
systems. 


We have also demonstrated that many of us, involved over these past few years in the 
regionalization study activity, can work together.

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Report of the Chairman 
of the East Bridgewater School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The School Committee earnestly solicits your input as we prepare our final budget for 
the 1989-1990 school year. The Committee has been meeting bi-monthly to prepare our 
budget, and has submitted our preliminary budget as required by statute in a timely manner. 
We are currently reviewing the budget in order to try to find areas where reduction in funding 
can be accomplished without affecting the level of services now provided to the students. 


The preliminary budget contains an increase of approximately 17%. This represents our 
best efforts to continue necessary services to our students and to try to overcome some of the 
more serious problems that will be facing our school system not only in 1989-1990, but for 
several years to come. 


The per pupil cost in East Bridgewater continues to be among the lowest in the state. Of 
the 351 cities and towns in the state, only ten spend less per pupil than is spent by the school 
system to educate its students; a fact that we are not proud of, but we continue to consider the 
financial ability of the town when developing our budget as well as the requirements of our 
students. 


Some of the more serious problems we are facing include overcrowding in the Central 
School, increases in special education tuitions, and overall costs. As our schools age more and 
more maintenance is required to keep them at an acceptable level. The largest investment that 
East Bridgewater has is in the buildings that house our students, and to protect your 
investment, our buildings must be properly maintained. The increased enrollment at the 
Central School will be helped by the addition of three additional teaching positions to 
decrease the student/teacher ratio. Due to the increased enrollment, a part-time custodian is 
also needed. 


The School Committee will continue to refine its budget at its budget meetings prior to 
submission of its final budget, and we request not only your input, but also your support in 
our efforts. The School Committee wishes to thank the citizens of East Bridgewater for your 
previous support. We also wish to thank the various departments and offices of the town of 
East Bridgewater for their able assistance and support which makes running our school 
system an easier task.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit my thirteenth report as Superintendent of Schools for the Town 
of East Bridgewater. I am also pleased to state that 1988 has been a very constructive year for 
the East Bridgewater Public Schools. The second year of increased funding has made it 
possible to reinstate some of the positions which were lost during the first year of Proposition 
2 1/2. The main focus was to concentrate on curriculum related needs. The reports of the 
building principals and directors list specific accomplishments in these areas. 


A major change in the Superintendent’s Office was the retirement of Mrs. Margaret 
Alexander, administrative secretary to the Superintendent. Mrs. Alexander served over 
twenty years in the Central Office and had earned the respect of everyone with whom she 
worked. Margaret achieved state-wide recognition for her leadership in the Massachusetts 
Association of School Secretaries. She will always be a part of the schools and, I am sure, will 
continue to serve the Town in many ways. 


Mrs. Anne Kaiser has assumed the role of administrative secretary in the Superinten- 
dent’s Office. Anne’s rich experience in private industry, her tenure as clerk to the School 
Committee and the Regional School District Planning Board, as well as local correspondent, 
have given her a unique perspective for the position. Her interest and experience with 
computer applications has been most helpful as the schools implement use of the IBM 3600 
computer made available through the Southeastern Regional School District. 


As part of the concentration on curriculum improvement, a committee of Horace Mann 
Teachers representing each school completed a comprehensive study of the strengths and 
weaknesses of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. This report was presented to the staff and 
School Committee along with a series of recommendations to improve the instructional 
program available to students. This report was the subject of a day-long meeting of the 
administrators who, in turn, submitted a report to the School Committee for consideration. 
A “blueprint” is in place to continue improvements in programs for East Bridgewater students 
when funding will allow us to proceed. 


Building maintenance was another major accomplishment this year. Under the coordi- 
nation of Mr. Richard Achin, two significant projects were finished. Anew roofing system has 
been installed at the Middle School. New burners capable of burning natural gas and oil were 
installed at the Middle and Central Schools. The entire boiler and fuel tank were replaced at 
the Central School. Both projects were completed on schedule and under the original cost 
estimates. 


Progress was also made in developing a closer working relationship with the Board of 
Library Trustees. East Bridgewater’s unique integrated library system has provided the Town 
with excellent services which benefit the entire community. We look forward to welcoming 
Mrs. Diane Pacheco, new Town Librarian, as she assumes her new position in the future. 


The East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council continues to provide valuable 
assistance to the School Committee and Superintendent. Instrumental in organizing the 
Middle School Standing Committee in response to parent questions about sex education and 
other Middle School related issues, members of the Council have willingly served on a 
number of screening and selection committees and task forces. The presence of Mrs. Brenda 
Dias at most School Committee meetings has been helpful and welcomed. 


East Bridgewater is blessed with exceptional parent support groups. The work of the 
Music Parents, who continue to provide financial aid and enthusiastic assistance to the 
students and staff, has made a big impact on the quality of music activities. In a similar 
fashion, the East Bridgewater Viking Sports Parents have worked with Mr. Allen Smith to 
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nurture the High School sports program. Financial support provided by the Viking Sports 
Program has had a positive influence on a successful program. 


The Superintendent wishes to acknowledge the constructive manner in which the 
Finance Committee conducted the budget development process during 1988. Never an easy 
task, nevertheless, it was accomplished in a business-like process. A sense of trust was 
developed as all parties tried to reach a fair agreement. Chairman James Metz deserves credit 
for attempting to treat all town departments fairly and in an open process. 


Future concerns of the East Bridgewater Public Schools, as always, center around 
adequate funding. There is a need for additional elementary classroom space which will 
become more acute in the near future. A casual look at the Central School and High School 
easily identifies the need for paint as well as major repairs to the rear of the Central School. 
A three-year maintenance plan has been presented to the School Committee for considera- 
tion. Unfortunately, this consideration will mean funding beyond what is presently available. 


Given the resources available to the East Bridgewater Public Schools, we continue to 
Strive to provide the best we can for our students. This is accomplished by an administration 
who place the welfare of their students first and a teaching and support staff who take great 
ba in what they do. It is the people of the East Bridgewater Public Schools who make the 

erence. 


Again, I thank the other Town Departments for their willingness to help when necessary. 
The cooperation among departments this year has been outstanding. 


I am proud to work for a School Committee who has always placed the welfare of its 
students first in its deliberations. Given the limitation of resources and the time commitment 
required, I marvel at the resilience of the Committee and its ability to maintain a positive 
outlook.

Report of the Director of Pupil Personnel Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East 
Bridgewater students. During the 1987-88 school year, 371 students were served through 
various special education programs. Of this number 88% were served within our own 
classrooms and programs which stress the provision of services in the least restrictive setting. 


Our elementary mainstream model continued to be visited frequently by representatives 
from other school districts interested in imitating our program. In addition, several of the 
elementary special services staff members presented the mainstream model at various 
conferences and inservices during the 1987-88 year inspiring further interest in our methods. 
This program has been very successful in helping students to retain their self esteem and their 
sense of being a full member of their class in spite of having special educational needs. 


At the Middle School special services were provided through a combination of main- 
streaming and pull-out programs based on the strengths and needs of the students. The special 
needs teachers at the Middle School should be particularly commended for the success of the 
new pre-vocational resource room to which all of the special needs resource teachers devoted 
their energies, time and creativity. 


The High School staff continued to provide excellent individualized services to special 
needs students and to students requiring academic help due to a lack of expertise with the 
English language. Five Southeast Asian students whose primary language was not English 
presented a distinct challenge when English as a Second Language (ESL) personnel proved 
impossible to find. Our High School teachers were laudable in their efforts to address the 
needs of these students. 


During the 1987-88 school year, 96 students were referred for initial evaluations. An 
additional 116 students took part in re-evaluations. The vast majority of these evaluations 
took place within our system. A small amount were performed at the R.E.A.D.S. diagnostic 
clinic or at private clinics or hospitals. The number of initial evaluations decreased somewhat 
from previous years while at the same time, an attempt to keep current on the state-mandated 
three-year re-evaluations resulted in increased numbers of re-evaluations taking place. 


During the 1987-88 school year there were approximately 44 students placed in pro- 
grams outside of East Bridgewater. These students represented low incidence handicaps, 
behavioral disorders, and early childhood disabilities which cannot currently be addressed 
within our own programs. Most of these students were placed within formal or informal 
collaborative programs although several required private placements. As space needs are 
addressed in relation to the schools, consideration should be given to providing space for the 
creation of programs within our system so that some of these students might be returned from 
out of district programs. The early childhood population would appear to lend itself most 
appropriately to this prospect. 


Fiscal year 1988 was particularly successful in terms of grant monies awarded for use 
in addressing the needs of both students and staff. Total grant funding for the year amounted 
to $245,556. Of this sum, $14,367 was obtained and used cooperatively with the North River 
Collaborative. 


The purpose to which the grant monies were applied included the purchase of audio- 
visual, computer and graphic arts equipment, and the training of teachers in the areas of 
science an the study of skills. 


Other grant funds were used to hire special needs aides at the Central School to imple- 
ment the mainstream model there. Funds were also used to staff the Chapter I math and 
reading remedial program at the Middle School, and to provide adaptive physical education 
services at all three schools. 
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Perhaps the most rewarding grant received was the Chapter 188 Early Childhood Grant. 
This was a highly competitive grant procedure in which we succeeded in being granted an 
initial $59,704 and an additional $5,984. These funds were used to address community early 
childhood needs by providing an early childhood coordinator, a resource library, kindergar- 
ten aides, a Central School playground and various outreach endeavors. This grant proved to 
be the happy focal point for a tremendous amount of community involvement and coopera- 
tion. 


The total amount of $245,556 in grant monies that were awarded to East Bridgewater in 
fiscal ’88 were spent to address a broad range of needs and provide supplies, equipment and 
services to a large number of students and staff. Both the regular and special education 
programs were enhanced through the availability of these funds and gratitude is hereby 
expressed to the staff who assisted with their applications and administration.

Report of the Principal of the Central School 


Dr. Mr. Mitchell: 


Itis with pleasure that I submit the Annual Report for 1988 as the Principal of the Central 
School. A major event in the administration of the school was the appointment of Mrs. Mary 
Ann Morrissey as Assistant Principal to replace Mr. Robert Smith who achieved a principal- 
ship in Raynham, Mass. Mrs. Morrissey has a Master’s Degree in Elementary School 
Administration, and was previously the Assistant Principal of the Kingston Elemen 
School. She has fifteen years of teaching experience, and is an exceptionally well qualified 
administrator. 


The professional staff continues to provide a high quality educational program, with a 
great amount of concern shown with each child’s progress. The support staff also makes every 
effort to provide a safe, pleasant school in which the children can learn the basic skills. 


The enrollment as of October 1, 1988, was 793 students in K-4. For 1989 the projection 
ee Central School is 820 pupils. This compares with 778 students in 1987, and an enrollment 
of 739 in 1986.

The continued growth in enrollment causes concern regarding class size and over- 
crowding in the building. This year, there is a double classroom in grade four and another in 
grade two. There is no more available space within the building to accommodate the children 
next year without a significant change. A task force on overcrowding was formed by the 
School Committee to study alternatives.

__ The Task Force has discussed many alternatives and has four options under considera- 
tion at this time for a short term solution. 


1. Modular classrooms — lease or buy 
2. Off site space rental — Kindergarten/St. John’s Church 


3. Realignment of grade levels 
— Grade 4 to Middle School/Grade 8 to High School 
— Kindergarten to High School 


4. Reorganize Central School to accommodate 820 children by using the cafeteria for 
classrooms 


There will be a recommendation made to Mr. Mitchell in February. He will then make 
a recommendation to the Schooi Committee. 


There were two Special Needs positions, and a Speech/Language position vacant this 
year. Ms. Celeste Giommi, a graduate of North Adams State College, with a Master’s Degree 
from Boston College, was hired to fill one of the special needs positions. She has previous 
experience as a special needs teacher in Somerville, Mass. Mrs. Cynthia Brunelli, who has 
a Bachelors’ Degree and a Master’s Degree from Fitchburg State College was also recom- 
mended as a Special Needs teacher. Her prior experience involves elementary classroom 
teaching, along with special needs resource room instruction. There was a screening process 
that involved teachers and administrators in the selection of the new staff members. However, 
we were unable to fill the provisional opening for a full time speech/language position. This 
position requires certain specific qualifications and state license which limits the number of 
applicants. We were able toemploy Mrs. Holly Francer, Mrs. Barbara Edlund, and Mrs. Renee 
Hartford on a part time hourly basis to provide speech therapy for the children. 


The following people were recommended for the Special Needs Aide Program. They 
include, Kimberly Beaman, Deborah Ziewey, Janet Margarit, Linda Murphy, Ellen Roy, and 
Matthew Kaetzer. The aide program is a vital part of our Special Needs Program, as all of the 
children are mainstreamed in a regular classroom. 


The Central School is in the third year of an Early Childhood Grant under the Chapter 
188 School Improvement Act. This grant provided funding for a new playground structure 
that was assembled by parent volunteers in June. There was an Early Childhood Resource 
Centerestablished at the Public Library anda pre-school consultation program that began this 
fall. Mrs. Catherine Finn, along with Ms. Patricia Poirier, provide contact with day care 
providers, along with parent workshops under this state grant. This is an innovative outreach 
program that enhances the Central School communication with pre-school providers in East 
Bridgewater. 


Mr. John Shea, the Math/Computer Specialist, has been very active in implementing the 
computer instruction program in each classroom. The overall improvements of math 
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instruction, especially with the “Math Their Way” program is evident throughout the school. 
The Reading Supervisor, Mrs. O’Neil, monitors the student’s progress in the reading 
curriculum. The Scribner Reading series and the Houghton-Mifflin program provide the 
foundation for reading instruction. There are supplementary materials provided by Mrs. 
O’Neil to complement the basal program. 


The Special Needs Team under Mrs. Morrissey’s leadership provided direct service for 
135 children on Individual Educational Plans. The program features the integrated model of 
service delivery with all instruction provided in the classroom. This is an exemplary model 
for special needs programs. The counselors, Mrs. Belk and Mrs. Southworth, provide 
direction to the children and the staff. They develop student placement assignments from 
grade to grade, and place all new students in appropriate classrooms. In addition, they do 
specialized testing on individual children with parent permission. The counselors are also 
involved with crisis intervention issues, school adjustment concerns, and prevention of child 
abuse and neglect. 


The special subject area teachers provide instruction to approximately 800 children on 
a weekly basis. Mrs. Carolyn Post has an exceptional physical education program, which is 
based upon the child’s developmental level. The art program with Mrs. Katherine Douglas 
stresses individual creativeness with a variety of centers for the students. Mrs. Mary Anne 
Rebhan has again presented a Spring and Christmas concert that were outstanding. 


The Central School library has a circulation of over 25,000 books. Mrs. Victoria 
Boucher, School Librarian, has developed a program that motivates the children to read for 
enjoyment. 


The Parents for the Arts provided funding for a number of cultural programs at the 
school. This very active group has raised funds through a magazine drive and Santa’s work- 
shop. The group is led by Mrs. Marilyn Narcotta and Mrs. Marijo Martin. 


I would also like to express my appreciation to Deputy Chief Hennessey for the fire 
safety program he presented to the entire school. He demonstrated the air pack with a mask 
so that the children would not be frightened should they see a fireman during a house fire. 
Safety Officer Kennedy provided instruction for all classes on school bus emergency 
evacuation. In addition, he has conducted programs conceming Halloween safety, and has 
been involved with the grade four mini-course program. We have also had the support of other 
town departments, especially Mr. Trudeau of the Highway Department who helped with the 
playground improvements. 


The quality of the school programs are directly affected by the positive attitude and 
commitment of people like Mr. E. Russell Murphy, Head Custodian. There were major 
improvements made to the building this year with a new boiler and oil tank installed under 
Mr. Achin’s direction. The library was relocated, a classroom remodeled, and a new tile floor 
installed on the first floor. There are many other people that contribute to the successful 
operation of the school, including Mrs. O’Day, Cafeteria Manager, and Mrs. Sullivan, 
Director of School Lunch. The central office staff, along with Mrs. Rallis, help us with 
different issues. There are two special people who are perhaps the most visible to parents and 
children, our very capable secretaries Mrs. Tesson and Mrs. Collins. 


Mr. Mitchell, I would like to express my appreciation for the encouragement and support 
that you have given me this year. The School Committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. John 
Leonard, has provided an excellent educational system for the children of East Bridgewater.

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Report of the Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


d I am pleased to submit my Annual Report as Principal of the East Bridgewater Middle 
chool. 


The enrollment as of December, 1988 was 655 students. The distribution of these 
students by grade is as follows: Grade 5, 173; Grade 6, 137; Grade 7, 171; and Grade 8, 174. 
Itis interesting to note that this figure of 655 was precisely the number projected several years 
ago. It must be realized also that the Middle School program, as it presently exists, utilizes 
all the classrooms available in the building. 


This past year, anumber of major building renovation projects were accomplished which 
certainly upgraded our facilities. The entire roof was replaced, using the most modern 
materials, thereby eliminating major leaking problems. At the same time, the oil burners were 
upgraded to provide a better, more efficient heating system. Insulated ceiling tile was placed 
in the upper hallways, which is another energy-saving measure. These major renovations 
were critical, and the school is in much better condition. Mr. Richard Achin, the Administra- 
tive Assistant to the Superintendent, coordinated the efforts of the construction companies, 
the engineers, and the School Department, and did an excellent job in this regard. In similar 
fashion, many minor improvements such as locker painting, parking area rehabilitation, and 
the painting of halls and classrooms were also accomplished, with the end result providing 
a better environment for our students. 


While these efforts to upgrade the physical plant occurred, there were corresponding 
program improvements taking place designed to improve the educational experiences of our 
students. A new Basal Reading Program was selected for Grades 5 and 6. During the 1987- 
88 school year, three publishers provided the Middle School with free reading materials 
which were used on a trial basis in four classrooms. The staff analyzed and rated the material 
as they actually used it, and was able to unanimously recommend a basal adoption. In 
Mathematics, the Addison-Wesley Program was totally implemented in all grades. Grade and 
sequence level coursework was monitored and better coordination of the program was 
obvious. A Writing Skills Committee has organized two staff workshops in “Process 
Writing”, both provided by consultants who are experts in the field. In the area of Language 
Arts, the staff did an in-depth needs assessment, and from that developed a prioritized listing 
of activities and goals which are being addressed this year. Last spring, a Commonwealth 
Inservice Institute grant provided funds for a workshop for our staff on the development of 
a “Study Skills” curriculum. Sara Pheeney a member of the Bridgewater State College staff, 
was the Consultant who was hired to coordinate the project. The final product of this effort 
was a complete guide for our students made up of three booklets entitled, “Let’s Get 
Organized”, “The Secret To Successful Studying”, and “Study Strategies”. Mr. Jack Condon, 
the High School Graphics teacher printed the booklets for us. The Middle School expresses 
its appreciation to him and his students for their help. The Social Studies teachers began 
development of interdisciplinary units in Grade 8 working the the Language Arts staff. In 
addition, new programs using Graphic Learning materials were piloted in Grade 6. The 
“Skills For Adolescence” Program was extended so that all Sth and 7th Grade students were 
exposed to this course. In addition, Mrs. Regina Ladouceur and Mrs. Kathleen Teahan 
attended the Summer Workshop which prepared them to teach this program. This is only a 
brief overview of some of the curriculum development work done this past year under the able 
direction of Mrs. Robin Billing. She also was instrumental in securing grant money for 
Science Training Workshops which were conducted by Professors Robert Boutilier and 
George Weygand of the Science Department of Bridgewater State College. 


There were many excellent activities and programs at the Middle School this past year. 
Some highlights were: 


— The Middle School Improvement Council, composed of three teachers, Robert 
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Johnson, Carol Molander, and Paul Naper; three parents, Mrs. Mary Harris, Mrs. Carol Boyd, 
and Mrs. Maureen Thayer; Community Representative, Mrs. Mary Alden; and John Collins, 
had a very productive and busy year. They funded some unique new services for parents and 
students. A school bookstore, a parent Newsletter, equipment for an outdoor Science 
Laboratory, a donation to the Parents And Teachers Council For The Arts, materials for the 
school library, and funds to provide in-service training for teachers were all projects approved 
by the Council. 


— Again this year the Parents And Teachers Council For The Arts provided Middle 
School students with over 20 programs which were excellent cultural experiences for our 
school. This volunteer organization worked to raise over $5,000.00 to pay for the perform- 
ers and the artists in residence. The Middle School is truly indebted to this group for all they 
do for our students. 


— The Mentor Connection, sponsored by the North River Collaborative, was available 
to our sixth and seventh grade. This program was designed to provide enrichment experiences 
for students through a process which matches an adult “Mentor” with a student who has 
selected a special interest area for investigation. The Mentor guides the student in his study, 
which provides the student with the opportunity to do some in-depth, independent work. 


— The Middle School developed a Crisis Team to help deal with difficult occasions 
when students or staff need support because of a tragedy in their lives. This team, composed 
of administrators, Guidance Counselors, teachers, the school nurse, and members of the 
clergy, developed a plan which will be followed in cases which require special treatment. This 
effort is based on “The Good Grief Program”, to help schools become a base of support for 
children when a tragedy occurs. 


— The results of the Science Research Associates Achievement Test, given to Grade 6 
and 8, indicate very positive growth. Some specific results showed that, as an entire class, the 
eighth grade was performing well above their peers. In total Reading and Mathematics scores, 
the class was 15% above the National Average. 


— This past fall, Patrolman Michael Kennedy was appointed to the position of Safety 
Officer. In this capacity, he has worked closely with the Middle School bringing new pro- 
grams about safety, crime, drugs and alcohol programs to the classes he visits. 


— Paul Distasi, as a student in Mrs. Kathleen Teahan’s English class, was selected by 
the National Council of English Teachers for a special honor. He was named as a “Promis- 
ing Young Writer” in a nationwide writing contest sponsored by this organization.

Masters in Education, Rhode Island College; 19 years teaching experience. 


Dr. Barbara O’Neill, Seventh Grade Social Studies: Bachelor of Science, Salem State 
College; Masters in Education, Boston State College; Certificate of Advanced Graduate 
Study and Doctorate in Education, Boston University. 


Mrs. Rebecca Cordeiro, part-time Guidance Secretary; Bachelor of Science, South- 
eastern Massachusetts University. 


This past year has been busy and productive, with many positive things happening at the 
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Middle School. A major reason for this has been the continued support of your office, Mrs. 
Rallis and Mr. Achin, and the School Committee. In difficult fiscal times, funds for the 
necessary educational resources, as well as major building renovations, have been provided. 
This reflects a commitment on the part of the Committee, and the central administration to 
maintain and improve educational services for the students. 


Finally, I extend my thanks to the entire Middle School staff who have worked diligently 
to provide quality instruction and support services for our students and the community. Their 
efforts are appreciated.

Report of the Principal of the High School 
Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


It is with pleasure that I submit the annual report of the High School for the year 1988. 
The enrollment as of October 1, 1988, was as follows: Grade 9 — 147, Grade 10 — 151, 
Grade 11 — 153, Grade 12 — 161, and 8 ungraded students for a total of 620. 


Our High School Administrative Assistant, Mr. Gerard Linehan, resigned in June, 1988. 
Mr. Linehan was held in high regard by staff and students for his effective and perceptive 
style. In his four years at East Bridgewater he continued to develop the concept of student 
management that maintains structure and discipline as well as fostering support for troubled 
students. The difficult task ofreplacing Mr. Linehan was taken onatthe startofthenewschool - 
year by Mr. George Kelly. Mr. Kelly comes to E.B.H.S. after a very successful career as a 
social studies teacher and a football coach at Mansfield High School. Mr. Kelly holds a B.A. 
degree in Sociology and History and an M.A.T. in Social Studies from Bridgewater State 
College. He is presently enrolled in a graduate program leading to a certificate of advanced 
study in Educational Administration. He was selected after an extensive screening and 
interviewing process conducted by a committee comprised of School Committee, faculty, 
administration, parent and student representation. Mr. Kelly has proven the appointment to 
be an excellent one as he demonstrates his caring and competent manner in overseeing all 
matters of school discipline. 


The Assistant Principal, Mrs. Diane Lande, is now in her third year of administration at 
the High School. In her role she coordinates the Guidance and Special Education Depart- 
ments and the curriculum and instruction function of the school program. She has also taken 
on the special tasks of chairperson of the faculty committees studying At Risk Students and 
Academic Achievement. Her skills in instructional supervision provide support for the 
classroom teacher. The High School Administration continues the philosophy of working 
together as a team while emphasizing specific job responsibilities. The High School 
Principal, with the support of the Superintendent and the School Committee, has begun 
studies at Boston College leading to a doctoral degree in Educational Administration. The 
Principal, Assistant Principal, and Administrative Assistant are committed to the school and 
community working together to meet the needs and the continuance of a quality educational 
environment. 


Our Curriculum Coordinators are now in their third year of appointment. The instruc- 
tional program has been strengthened and enriched under their direction. Curriculum 
Coordinators meet regularly with the faculty members of their departments to allow 
cooperative curriculum development, monitor instructional objectives, provide teacher 
support and enrich student learning opportunities. Our Curriculum Coordinators; Mr. Ronald 
Abate — Science, Mrs. Judy Childress — English, Mr. George McCabe — Social Studies 
and Mrs. Leanna Russell — Mathematics are all outstanding educators who have provided 
exceptional leadership in all curriculum related matters. 
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There were three other staff resignations effective at the end of the 1987-88 school year. 
Mr. Keith Richards, a teacher in the Mathematics Dept. resigned after 5 years of service in 
East Bridgewater. Mr. Richards had also been active in the athletic program, coaching softball 
and girls basketball. Our popular school nurse, Mrs. Lou Santos, resigned after one year at 
the high school to return to hospital practice. Both staff members are missed for their personal 
and professional contributions. Mrs. Beverly Wolfe, a valued member of our secretarial staff 
for many years also resigned at the end of the year. 


These positions and two new staff positions were filled after a busy summer of inter- 
viewing candidates. Mrs. Patricia Urban now presides as school nurse in our busy clinic. Mrs. 
Urban has an extensive nursing background and was a former visiting nurse in a nearby 
community. The vacant Math position, plus one additional and much needed Math position, 
were filled by two first year teachers, Miss Eileen Bent and Mrs. Elinor Corcoran. Both 
teachers had various educational experiences and a concentration of Mathematics study in 
special areas. The establishment of the new position in Math assured that all courses would 
be taught by certified Math teachers. The other new position was in the Industrial Education 
Dept. With the onset of Proposition 2 1/2, the Industrial Education Dept. had been cut back 
to two teachers. The department had not been able to schedule all of the students who 
requested courses in this field of study since the decrease in staff. With the addition of Mr. 
David Harper, there are now 15 sections of courses scheduled daily in Industrial Education. 
Mr. Harper is an experienced teacher with 18 years of teaching to his credit. He brings special 
expertise in automotives and metalworking as well as skills in teaching industrial education 
theory. This was another major step in the commitment of the High School to equalizing 
course offerings for the career and college bound students. 


Another staffing change at the High School was in response to the transfer of Dr. Barbara 
O’Neill to a Middle School position. Mrs. Mary Coles assumed the part time responsibilities 
in the Business Dept. brought about by this change. Mrs. Coles has integrated many 
innovative concepts into the Business curriculum. Also welcomed to the High School main 
office secretarial staff is Mrs. Barbara Putt. 


East Bridgewater High School continues to take pride in its designation as a com- 
prehensive high school, one that serves an almost equal distribution of students going on to 
higher education and those who are directly entering the work world. The Class of 1988 saw 
58% of its graduates accepted into college programs, 37% of the graduates planning to begin 
careers and 5% going into the armed forces. A total of 158 students graduated with the Class 
of 1988. 


The Basic Skills test results showed satisfactory scores within the range of scores for our 
kinds of communities, as reported by the Dept. of Education. With 148 students tested, 89% 
passed reading, 90% passed mathematics and 86% passed the writing tests. 


On the SAT, the Scholastic Aptitude Test, the Class of 1988 had a Math mean score of 
465 and a Verbal mean score of 422. Those students who stated the intent to go on to four year 
colleges had a Math mean score of 500 and a Verbal mean score of 456, well above the state 
mean. East Bridgewater High School students received acceptance into an impressive list of 
colleges including Bentley, University of Massachusetts, University of Lowell, Dean Junior 
College, Wheelock, American International College, Syracuse University, Indiana Univer- 
sity, Merrimac, S.M.U., Drew University, Franklin and Marshall, Boston College, University 
of Kansas, Becker Junior College, Emerson, Aquinas Junior College, Yale, Massasoit 
Community College and North Adams, Westfield, Framingham, Bridgewater, Salem and 
Fitchburg State Colleges. 


Each year the role of the guidance counselors becomes more critical and essential as the 
problem’s of today’s adolescents increase in number, scope and intensity. Besides providing 
the expected services of academic assistance, career exploration and college application, 
counselors intervene, support and guide students through such personal crisis as substance 
abuse, pregnancy, child abuse, depression, emotional disorders and disfunctional family 
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situations. Our counselors, Jane Cartier, Claire Howard, Albert Kjellerstedt and Vernon Post 
are instrumental in providing the necessary support system and in coordinating prescribed 
therapy programs. With the encouragement of Mrs. Kathryn Rallis, Director of Pupil 
Personnel Services, the High School is able to utilize the services of aconsulting psychologist 
on a regular basis. Guidance counselors and the Special Education Dept. meet with the 
psychologist to discuss individual student cases and the most successful potential strategies 
for dealing with severe problems. These services are essential if we are to enable our most 
troubled students to cope with their difficulties and those of our present society and still 
continue their educational process. 


Our Special Education Department is also vital to the success of those students who 
experience special learning problems. Students on Individual Educational Plans receive 
remedial and tutorial assistance through the professional skills of Mrs. Virginia O’ Kelly and 
Mrs. Sherley Phillips, assisted by two aides, Mrs. Jeanne Durante and Mrs. Kathleen Keefe. 
There are 50 students receiving services through this program. As a part of the student 
academic assistance program, there is a Chapter I program at the High School for students 
who do not have specific learning disabilities, but are deficient in math and language arts 
skills. This program provides extra support for 45 students and is staffed by acertified teacher, 
Mrs. Sara D’ Anjou, along with two aides, Mrs. Donna Dunne and Mrs. Margaret Fitzgerald. 
Without these special support services many of our students would not achieve their present 
academic success. 


Another special program housed at the High School is an ungraded class of multi- 
handicapped students who deal with a variety of severe disabilities, including Downs Syn- 
drome. They are taught basic and life skills by Mr. Vincent Mitchell, assisted by Mrs. Pearl 
Ridder. This is an exemplary program where students with diverse multiple handicaps are 
serviced in the least restrictive environment and integrated into the school on a daily basis. 
The young men and women in this program develop confidence, socialization and independ- 
ence through the caring commitment of Mrs. Ridder and Mr. Mitchell. 


Our Student Activities Program is cited by returning students as one of the reasons for 
successful adjustment to a college environment. The opportunities to learn and express 
community involvement, service, cooperation, teamwork and time management are an 
outcome of student participation in class organization, student government, clubs and acti- 
vities. Each year our students contribute assistance to special activities in the town through 
the activities of the Key Club and the Key Club Advisor, Mr. George McCabe. Such events 
as the Halloween party for young children, Christmas on the Common, meals on wheels and 
the Community Council for Drug and Alcohol Awareness Chicken Barbecue are examples. 
The Student Senate organizes the annual Bloodmobile, assists the administration through 
review of school policies and provides leadership for the student body. A new student club 
this year is the Youth Ending Hunger Club which promotes awareness of the problem of global 
hunger. The group, advised by Mrs. Claire Kirkcaldy, took part in the May 1 Walk for Hunger 
through greater Boston. The A.F.S. Club hosted 16 foreign exchange students fora week-end 
with East Bridgewater host families and a day at the high school. This activity was 
coordinated by the faculty adviser, Mrs. Barbara Gillespie. Student involvement and the 
development of principles of citizenship are valued strengths of this school. Many hours of 
expert organization and inspiration are provided by Student Activities Coordinator, Mrs. 
Barbara Gillespie, who directs the programs with assurance and sensitivity. E.B.H.S. is also 
fortunate to have talented staff members who are willing to assume advisor positions for 
classes and clubs. 


Athletic Director Allen Smith leads the Viking sports program to increased student 
participation in each year of his direction. Fall, winter and spring seasons find a large 
percentage of the student body taking part in interscholastic or intramural athletic activities. 
The E.B.H.S. athletic program stresses sports as a lifetime activity and affirms belief in the 
development of character and sportsmanship. The 1988 year was one of pride for this type 
of involvement. It also saw outstanding achievement in the accomplishments of the Viking 
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Baseball team under the direction of Coach Patrick Cronin and Boys Soccer, coached by 
George McCabe. Both teams qualified for entry into the Southeastern Mass. regional 
tournaments. Without the moral support, hard work and financial assistance of the Viking 
Sports Parents, led by President Russ Kenn, the athletic program could not be sustained as 
it is at the present time. We are grateful for their unfailing efforts. 


The music program at E.B.H.S. continues to have a reputation for excellence that is 
recognized throughout the state and New England. Under the direction of Mr. Daniel Lasdow, 
the Viking Marching Band again won first place in the New England Scholastic Band 
Association competition. Our Color Guard, Show Choir, Concert Band, Jazz Band and 
Concert Choir all contribute to the outstanding accomplishments of this program. The town 
enjoys the quality of our performing musical groups at concerts, Christmas on the Common, 
parades, football games and the very special springtime Pops Concert. Mrs. Mary Wilcox and 
Mr. John Fantucchio are instrumental in the achievements of our music students. This year 
the Music Parents Association is directed by President Karen Grabau. It is through the efforts 
of this group that the marching band is able tocompete in the N.E.S.B.A. program. The Music 
Parents devote fall weekends to chaperoning and travelling with the band, and maintain their 
fund raising and special activities throughout the year. We are fortunate to have such a 
committed group of parents who continually give of themselves to assure the level of music 
programming in our schools. 


The High School Drama Club, called the Take Two Players, presented an ambitious 
production of the Gilbert and Sullivan musical, “The Pirates of Penzance” under the direc- 
tion of Miss Marilyn Guarino. The production featured stage fights and dance of a 
sophisticated nature, taught by a professional stage company, The Cumberland Company. 
The operetta was an ideal setting for the unique talents of many of our students. The pro- 
duction, a great success for all, featured the following students: John Michael Dupuis, Marc 
Bacon, Tom Scott, Jeff Marchant, Alec Graziano, Andy Piver, Michael Mason, Jim Sullivan, 
Steve Pollino, Jennifer Roscoe, Susan Giordano, Christen Piver, Heidi Grabau, Charlette 
Bennett, Megan Scott, Kimberlee LeMoine, and Kelly Benoit. 


The High School Improvement Council met regularly throughout the year to determine 
expenditures of funds provided to each community under Chapter 188 legislation. The 
Council comprised of parents, staff and students and chaired by the principal, conducted a 
needs survey and then prioritized the results to make final determinations. The sum of 
$10,025 was expended for such needs as support of the social studies awareness and the 
cultural awareness programs; financing of the end of the year awards assembly and field trip 
for honored students; printing of the Viking Saga; dictionaries for all English classrooms; 
library reference books; weight room and audio-visual equipment. The members of the 
council also produced a video tape to explain the function of the Council to the Community. 
Council members were: Mrs. Linda Buckley, Mrs. Brenda Dias, Mrs. Ellie Dupuis, Mrs. 
Nancy Kelleher, Mrs. Arthur Illsley, Mrs. Judy Childress and student members, Miss Mimei 
Chin and Mr. Derrick Wood. 


Two career-exploration and school-to-work programs are currently available to students 
at the High School. Project Employ offers two years of course work leading to work study 
placement in the senior year. This program provides small group instruction for at risk 
students and students with special needs in this area. The My Turn program is available to 
seniors who are going on to work. It is structured for those students who are seeking 
placement with a career growth path. The program services area high schools and has a 
support network of employment related services. The high school program finished the 1988 
year under the supervision of Miss Katie Sproul. The My Turn program provides staffing 
throughout the summer and monitors recent graduates for a 13th year of support and 
placement opportunity. Students are inducted into the program in an impressive fall 
ceremony and culminate the year in a regional spring conference where specific employment 
skills are demonstrated. 
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Our school library continues to be the heart and soul of our school, as well as the 
mainspring of our academic resources. With our librarian, Mrs. Anne Hynes, teachers plan 
lessons that will ensure the maximum use of our library materials. Our library staff is still in 
need of critical additions to print material, despite the concerns and efforts of the Library 
Board of Trustees, School Committee, and support groups such as the School Improvement 
Council. The high cost of materials limits replacement and purchasing. Mrs. Hynes is 
especially skilled at maximizing our resources and finding ways to meet the needs of the 
instructional program. The combined school and library departments work together with a 
spirit of cooperation and mutual goals to develop the best possible program of library 
services.

¢ Custodial award of “The Golden Bucket” for summer cleaning excellence 
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As we conclude another year of significant development and refinement of our instruc- 
tional program we are faced with increasing concerns for financing. In the previous two years 
the school made great gains in replacing outdated textbooks and acquiring texts for allclasses. 
Written curriculum has been updated through the efforts of curriculum coordinators and 
through summer workshop programs. Materials, equipment and supplies were available 
where needed and staff replacements of teaching positions lost to Prop. 2 1/2 strengthened 
our instruction. All of this was possible with a modest increase in the budget. Building 
maintenance needs were only minimally addressed as the instructional program is always the 
first priority. Now in a new cycle of fiscal concern, our building still needs replacement of 
aging window blinds, tile flooring, exterior and interior doors, student lockers and locker 
room renovation — to name some examples. Our custodians are to be congratulated for their 
quality work during the summer and throughout the year to keep our building in the best 
possible condition for continual student and community use. This task will be more difficult 
as budget constraints will limit renovations and maintenance projects. The High School 
Administration is also concerned for the student who enters high school at risk for dropping 
out without a diploma. We need to broaden our base of support for these students. At the same 
time we are committed to continuing the emphasis on academic achievement for all students. 
We are extremely proud of our staff, our students and our high school. It is a credit to and a 
reflection of the parents and the community that it serves. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation to the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. 
Gordon Mitchell; the Director of Pupil Services, Mrs. Kathryn Rallis; Administrative 
Assistant, Mr. Richard Achin; and the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, 
who are an ongoing testimonial to a belief in quality and equality in education. I would also 
like to thank the many town departments who are always ready to lend assistance in any way, 
especially the Police Dept., the Fire Dept., the Highway Dept., and the town hall offices. We 
are appreciative of our special relationship with the Public Library system. Last, but not least, 
we are indebted to the selflessness of our support services, Mrs. Anne Sullivan, Mrs. Kay 
Mormino, and Mr. Ronald Olson and the staff who work in our food services and custodial 
services. Without these dedicated people many things would not be possible. 


It is an honor and a privilege to be the Principal of East Bridgewater Iligh School. Our 
school is fortunate to have a well qualified faculty who put student welfare and achievement 
above all else. We are fortunate to have a student body that exhibits pride in the school, the 
community and itself. Working together we can accomplish our common goals for a school 
where the curriculum recognizes and provides for the unique needs of every student.

Report of the Director of Food Services 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 
Following is my 1988 report of the School Food Service. 


During the past year the School Food Service has continued to offer a wholesome and 
nutritious mid-day meal to the students of East Bridgewater. 


Approximately 1160 student lunches are being served daily within the three schools. 


Increases in food, labor and other operating costs have made it necessary for the School 
Committee to raise the lunch prices from $.75 to $.85 per student and from $1.25 to $1.35 tax 
included per adult meal. We also operate a Breakfast Program at the High School, Special 
Milk Program (Kindergarten) at the Central School and Elderly Feeding Program (Thursday 
only) at the Middle School. 


At the Middle and High Schools nutritious snack items are made available each day to 
the students who would like an addition to their purchased lunch or the lunch they brought 
from home. Fruited yogurt, Motts 100% juice, fresh fruit, ice cream, pies and cakes etc. are 
a few of the items available. The profit on these items help to defray the cost to produce a 
student’s meal. 


I would also like to express my appreciation to Mrs. Mormino, Mrs. Curley, Mrs. O’ Day 
and their staffs, also Mrs. Bennett, my very capable assistant, Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Achin and 
the building principals but especially the students of East Bridgewater who through their 
participation keep this program operating successfully.

Report of the East Bridgewater Housing Authority 


The year 1988 has been one of significant progress towards the fruition of several pro- 
grams to which the Authority has been dedicated for the past several years. Projects that have 
been in various stages of development have finally been started “with space to the ground” 
and actual occupancy anticipated for late 1989 or early 1990. 


The conversion of the former Intermediate School building to a mixed use suburban 
complex which in addition to 23 units of low income conventional elderly housing, will also 
contain barrier free units for handicapped elderly persons and congregate units for those 
elderly who need the supportive systems of shared living, but who do not require a nursing 
home environment. The design of this senior living facility, makes maximum use of the 
spacious interior, while retaining the exterior architecture and classic lines of the former 
school building. It is gratifying to observe the interest expressed in this undertaking, by the 
residents of the Town, many of whom attended classes in that building, but particularly those 
former students who now eagerly anticipate residing in the building where they received their 
high school diplomas when it was the East Bridgewater High School. 


In addition to the conversion of the school building, this three million dollar undertaking 
includes four separate, newly constructed, New England style duplex houses for low and 
moderate income families, twenty-five per cent of which will be barrier free for handicapped 
persons. Also under construction is a separate colonial style duplex which will contain two 
apartments for the most needy of our citizens, the mentally and physically handicapped. 
These apartments will be staffed 24 hours a day by professionals under the direct supervision 
of the Department of Mental Retardation. Pilot programs have shown that these special 
residents flourish in this homey atmosphere, enjoying the supervised, supportive life style 
found in the unit, while going to school or work during the day. 


Our existing senior citizen’s complex at Riddell Road is on line for major renovations 
and maintenance rehabilitation. Final approval of a half-million dollar modernization 
funding grant is expected within the next few weeks. 


It’s been a busy year! But our overriding goal is to provide the best possible service to 
our tenants. We work closely with the Riddell Road Tenants Association in order to better 
meet their needs. In addition to using the Community Room for their meetings and get 
togethers, we have approved the use for arts and crafts classes on a regular basis including 
a ceramics class. The Community Room is set aside for the primary use of the tenants like 
a large “living room” but we also extend that use on an available basis to the senior citizens 
of the entire town through the Council on Aging. For approximately fifteen years, the 
Housing Authority has provided space to the Council on Aging for the use of the Elder Affairs 
Coordinator. Due to the dramatic increase in staff of the Council on Aging and an increase 
in the scope of their mission, they outgrew their one-room office and are now headquartered 
in the nurses quarters. However, many programs associated with elder care suchas the surplus 
food distribution, podiatrist exams, Bat Bus trips for shopping, and many others still originate 
at the Riddell Road Community Center. 


1988 was also a year for new housing initiatives, the object of which is to create a more 
balanced strata of affordable housing units for each segment of our population. Members of 
the commission attended several state sponsored workshops, seminars, roundtables, and 
conventions within the state geared primarily to establish a communication network on 
housing initiatives such as home ownership opportunity program, teller program for tax 
exempt local loans, inclusionary zoning, the sharp program, and a host of others. 
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We extend our sincere thanks to everyone involved who has helped us throughout the 
year; especially the various boards, officers, and departments of the Town.
